STAR-CHAMBER TARIFF. 


IF THERE SHALL BER ANY ACTION AT ALL 
IT MUST BE BY A COUNCIL OR TEN, 
WasurnoTon, D. C., Feb. 24.—([Special.)—The 
prospects of tariff legislation continue to im- 
prove, and affairs have assumed such a shape 
as to justify the statement that the Tarif bill 
will be seat to a couference committee unless 
the Democrats sball pretty solidly oppose the 
amendment to the rules which was reported to 
the House this afternoon, the effect of which 
was described in these dispatches last night. 
The amendment gives the majority power to 
suspend the rules, take the Tariff bill from the 
Speaker's table, declare a disagreement, and 
send it to a conference committee of 
five en a side, all in one motion. 
If the motion shall fail the billl would retain its 
present status, as thougu no action had been 
taken by the House. While the action of the 
Committee on Rules was not unanimous, there 
was no threat, either by Blackburn or Kandall, 
to filibuster against the amendment in the 
House, and several Democratic members have 
expressed their intention to vote for it. It is 
expected that Updegraff and Hepburn of Iowa, 
and perbaps two or three more Republican 
tariff-reformers, will vote against the amend- 
ment, and there were some indications 
early today that Scranton, Miller, 
Bayne, and two or three bigh- 
tariff Republicans from Pennsylvania would do 
the same. Judge Kelley said, late this after- 
noon, however, that he did not believe a single 
Pennsylvania Kepublican would be foolhardy 
enough to vote in the negative. The fact is, that 
a great majority of the Republicans in the 
House, including tariff men of all shades of 
opinion, dave become thoroughiy disgusted 
with the greediness of the Pennsylvania pro- 
tectionists, and bave served notice upon them 
that if they continue to resist the universal de- 
sire and demand for a reduction of the tariff it 
will be the worse for them. These threats have 
not been without their effect, and, upon the 
whole, the probabilities seem to be that the 
amendment to the rules will carry. 

THE SENATE BILL. 

Judge Kelley says, however, that, whatever 
may be the result of the attempt to secure a 
conference committee on the Tariff bill, the mo- 
tion to concur shall never be adopted. The pro- 
tectionists are trying to make the most of the 
crudities and inaccuracies of the Senate bill as 
an argument to defeat it if the attempt to 
secure #@ OGdnférence shall fail.

“For instance, the omission of a semi- 
colon in one of the paragraphs of the 
metal schedule changes nearly the whole 
schedule. As it comes form the Senate 
the aragraph reads as follows: ‘And 
provided, further, that on all kinds of iron or 
steel, or articles or manufactures of iron or 
steel, bereinbefore iu this act enumerated, ex- 
cept fence-wire wheo galvanized or coated with 
any metal, or alloy. or mixture of metals, etc., 
° „ one-fourth of ene cent per pound in ad- 
dimon tothe rates provided in this act.’ The 
omission of a semicolon atter the words fence- 
wire raises the duty on pig-iron, bar-iron, besse- 
mer and crucible steel, and all manufactures of 
bessemer and crucible steel $5.00 per ton. 
It will make the duty on rallway 
iron and steel rails $32 per ton, and everything 
else in proportion.” The illustration is not al- 
together clear, but that is the statement that is 
made by the protectionist opponents of the 
Senate bill. Haskeilis quoted as continuing: 
“Then, again, the Senate bas, through inad- 
vertanoe, fixed a rate on the better grades of 
Swedish bar-iron (which is charcoal iron) of 840 
and 850 per ton. This iron is the basis of aij the 
finer grades of cutiery iron and steel used in 
this country, and it enters largely into every 
class of manufactures. The House das fixed 
a specific duty of $22 per ton on thie iron. The 
duty on all enumerated forms of steel is fixed 
im the Senate bill at 40 per cent. and on ai) un- 
enumerated forms at % per cent. This offers a 
10 per cent inducement to foreign manufact- 
urerers to change all present names and forms 
of goods to give themseives alower rate. The 
result will de endless litigation and appeals to 
the Secretary of the Treasury.

THE SENATE,

MINISTER FOSTER 
AGAIN IN OFFICE. 

WasuinoarTon, D. C., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Jobn 
W. Foster, of Indiana, whe has been Minister to 
Mexico and Minister to Russia, was today sem- 
inated Minister to Spain. Since bis retirement 
from our diplomatic service Mr. Foster is 
understood to bave been the attorney of the 
Mexican and Spanish Governments in thiscity. 
The selection by President Arthur was without 
his knowledge or #olicitation. He retired from 
the diplomatic service of his own will and 
against the desires of the Depargment of State. 
He bas extensive business engagements ia con- 
nection with the affairs of the Mexican Govern- 
ment. The President made a personal request 
that Mr. Foster should consent to go to Spain, if 
ouly for a year, or until some pending questions 
which are perpiexing can be untangied and set- 
tled. It was really with much reluctance that 
Mr. Foster finally agreed to accept the mission. 


Johu W. Foster has had the most varied ex- 
perienceof any diplomat in the service of the 
United States trom Indiana. He is thoroughly 
a Hoosier, and still a comparatively young man, 
despite his handsome gray hair and whiskers, 
which give him a venerable appearance that 
beites his years. A graduate of the State Uni- 
versity, he engaged in the practice of law at 
Evansville, but soon abandoned it for journal- 
ism, becoming editor and part proprietor of the 
Evansville Ju the most promineat paper in 
Southwestern 1 na. He always took not 
only a deep interest, but active part in politics, 
and was one of Sepater Morton's trusted coun- 
selors and lieutenants. n Ie he was chosen 
Chairman of the Republican State Ceutral Com- 
mittee. The next year, 1873, Grant appointed 
him Minister to Mexico, vice Thomas H. Nelson. 
also of Indiana, where he remained seven and 
a half years. In 1876 he obtained a leave of ab-

President Hayes, 
towards the close ot bis term, promoted Mr. 
Foster from Mexico to Russia, after be bad de- 
clined the English mission.

During 
his stay in Mexico, Minister Foster made such 
an excellent impression on the authorities that, 
upon bis return to this country from Russia, he 
was offered the position of attorney for 
Government ia Washington, which de accepted 
and has since occupied. The nomination today 
was a surprise to bis friends in Indiana, because 
they had uuderstood that it was his intention to 
permanently retire from the diplomatic servioe, 
and his name had not been even montioned in 
ve with the post to which he has been 
named.

MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 
REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEEMEN. 
Wasninoaron, D. C., Feb. &.—The report of 

the select Committee on the Improvement of 
the Mississippi River, presented to the House to- 
day. is signed by Representatives Burrows of 
Michigan, Robinson of Massachusetts, Hiscock, 
and Carlisle, and is concurred in also by Butter- 
worth, Hazleton, and Hoiman, with the excep- 
tion of one of ita tindings in regard to the out- 
let system.“ After making a preliminary state- 
ment in respect of the duties the committee 
was directed to perform, and briefly describing 
the pian of improvement determined upon by 
the Mississippi River Com jon, the report 
says: 

Your committee understand the plan of the 
com mission is this: 

1. To bring the waters of the river within a 
narrow channel not exceeding 3,500 feet. 

2. To restrain the flood waters of the river 
within defined boundaries so as to make them 
n with the low-water chan- 
nel. 

Such restriction, if it can be established and 
maintained, it is claimed, will result in the per- 
manence of low-water navigation. By the con- 
struction of such works it is propos to con- 
centrate the low water of the river within a 
narrower channel, and so increase the depth,and 
thus improve navigation. The second class of 
works consists of clos tbe crevasses and 
constructing levees Sufficient dient 
and stability to hold flood-waters 
within a definit channel. Conforming as nearly 
as possible to course of the low-water chan- 
nel, the effect of which, it is affirmed, will be to 
increase the scouring capacity of the stream 
at bigh water and thereby aid in im- 

roving low-water navigation. While there 
s a great diversity of opinion of wit- 
nesses as to an ability to hold the 
Mississippi River in a defined channel by the 
proposed works, yet your committee are of 
opinion that if the low waters of the Mississippi 
can be brought within a space of 3.500 feet and 
so retained, improved low-water navigation

80 far 
from this being established, there is not only a 
great diversity of opinion among those who 
bave made the improvement of the Mississippi 
a study, but even the members of the Mississippi 
Kiver mission do not agree upon this por- 
tion of the plan. The committee consider it will 
be time enough to consider the propriety of 
constructing levees below the mouth of Red 
River when’ it shall be demonstrated by the 
completed works above that their construction 
is rendered necessary. 

Your committee does not believe the levees 
are essential to the improvement of the low- 
water navigation of the Mississippi, and 
their coristruction for such purpose cannot 
Justined. It may be further suggested that if 
the views of your committee are concurred in 
and the work of channel-improvement restricted 
to oue or two reaches, a system of levees will 
hardly be necessary while this experimental 
work is betng tested. Certainly, a superstruct- 
ure shduld not be raised until the permanence 
of the foundation is establisned. 


OUTLETS, 


Your committee were also directed to inquire 
into the feasibility of the outlet evetem as a 
meansof improving navigation. Tals plan con- 
sists in the construction of outiets sufficient in 
number ana capacity to carry off the flood wa- 
ters of the Mississippi by other and more direct 
channels to tne gulf. It is claimed fur this plan 
that it will keep the river at all stages wf water 
substantially within ite natural banks, deepen 
the channel, and ultimately bring about Im- 

roved low-water navigation. Without review- 

the evidence submitted to your committee 
touching this plan. it will be sufficient to state 
the conclusion at which they have arrived—to- 
wit: That an outlet system would not, in the 
judgment of your committee, be beneficial te 
navigation; that, while it might relieve the 
river of its flood waters and save adjacent lands 
from overflow, yet your committee are unabie 
to discover how the iow-water navigation of the 
river would be improved thereby. 

JETTIES. 


The next question considered in the report is 
that of jetties. The act authorizing their con- 
struction is quoted, the terms of contract with 
Eads fully set forth, and the means used to pre- 
serve a required channel described, and the sub- 
ject dismissed as follows:

trary were not found by the committee to rest 
upon facts. A reference to the testimony will 
show the remarkable increase in shipments 
from the port of New Orleans toll parts of the 
world, and demonstrate beyond possibile 
question the immense advantagessecured to the 
agricultural, and manufacturing, and commer- 
cial interests of the whole Mississippi Valley by 
the increased facility and safety of navigation. 
When the jetty improvement was projected and 
became the subject of investigation and dis- 
cussion, it was by eminent engineers 
that the effect of the —— of the shore 
line of the pass by the jetty wails would be to 
carry forward the land-buiiding process farther 
into the Guilt, and that, in process of time, 
shoaiing would result in front of the outlet 
of the jetties. This view wes strenuousiy 
resisted by others, who maintained that 
no such fill would our because of che presence 
of a lateral current moving westward across the 
mouth of the jetties and sweeping away into 
deep water the sediment borne down and dis- 
charged by the river. The observationsof the 
inspecting engineer and bis assistants are im- 
rtant toward the solution of the question. 
hey testify that during the last three years, 
since the jetties were completed. the average 
deposit over the fan-shaped area of about one 
and one-quarter miles in front of the mouth of 
the jetties bas been a littie over four feet, This 
deposit is not evenly distributed. In the language 
of Capt. Hever, “in some places in this area 
there is no fill, there is no scour, thore is noe do- 
posit, and the water is deeper than it was. In 
others, instead of being. scoured, the deposit has 
exceeded seven feet in depth.” These facts 
naturally lead any one to doubt the presence of 
a iaterai current, and it appears t noone 
has been abie to detect it. removai of this 
sedimentary deposit will not be required so 
long as re is safficieut depth of 
water over it. It is possible and even 
probable that after a lapse of many 
years the accumulation may be 80 at 
us to require the extension of the jetty walls 
into the Gulf in order to maintain the substan- 
tial bevefits now secured. Should such work 
become necessary during the term of mainte- 
nance for which Mr. Eads is bound, which in the 
opinion of the committee is not probable, the 
conditions of bis contract will demand a per- 
formance of such work by bim at his own ex- 
pense. No damage has resulted to the jetties 
since their completion from the effect of storms, 
currents, Or wave action, except in a single in- 
stance, and itis believed they are substantial 
and permanent. On the gn of Sep- 
tember, 1882. a severe hurricane passed 
across the works with so great violence as to 
move solid biocks of concrete estimated to 
weigh thirty tons from the tops of jetties at the 
inner jetty that bad been partly constructed, 
and that served to break the fury of the storm 
and protect the channel. The committee are 
unanimously of opinion that no action ts neces- 
sary on the part of Congress in relation to the 
jetties as the laws now in force fully provide, 


under authority specifically expressed, for any 


futuré exigency in the premises and the per- 
formance of the contracts made appears to be 
faithfully rendered. 

MINORITY REPORTS, 

The majority report is not signed by either 
Thomas (III. or Ellis. These two members of 
the committee join ina minority report favor- 
ing a vigorous prosecution of the work of im- 
proving the river under the plans of the com- 
missions, and deciaring that the pian has proven 
a success and has passed beyond the experi- 
mental poiat. Trey, however, have not yet 
compieted the preparation of their report. 

Butterworth, Hazelton, and Hoiman, who were 
originally designed as a sub-committee to re- 
port to the full committee upon the outlet sys- 
tem, have submitted their views upon that sub- 
ject asa minority report. The general report 
does not mention this report. The minority re- 
port says: 

The desirability of improving the navigation 
of the Mississippi is conceded by all. A differ- 
ence of opinion, however. exists as to whicn is 
the best method, or whether it would be wide to 
utilize in a degree the several methods which 
have been submitted, each of which may, ina 
sense, be regarded as experimental. Your com- 
mittee is of opinion that as between two meth-

Impressive Ceremonies Attending the 
Consecration of the Rev. Hugh 
Miller Thompson as As- 
sistant Bishop of Mis- 
sissippi. 


New Or.EANS, La., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The 
most brilliant event in religious circies that ever 
occurred in this city was the consecration of the 
Rev. Hugh Miller Thompson as Assistant Bishop 
of the Diocese of Mississippi. Trinity Church, 
where the ceremonies were had, was elegantly 
decorated for the occasion with flowers, shrubs, 
and evergreens. In the vestibule appeared in 
gold and red letters, Euter into His Gates 
with Thanksgiving,” while the font was filled 
with flowers, ribbon-grass, shrubs, and ever- 
greens. On the left side of the chancel wall, in- 
scribed in red letters, were the words, “How 
Beautiful upon the Mountains Are the Feet of 
Him That Bringeth Glad Tidings of Good,” 
and on the right a Bishop’s mitre in white 
flowers on a green ground, with crossed croziers 
in red and white roses; while upon the left, also 
in redand white roses, an anchor, cross, and 
heart, symbolical of Faith, Hope, and Charity. 
The pulpit. lectern, and reading-desk and 
pillars on either side were decorated with 
flowers and evergreens. Inside the chancel, 
suspended from the wall to the right and left. 
were two ecclesiastical gonfalons with golden 
spear-poinpt support, having in the centre a 
gold cross upon a red field and a wreath 
of flowers over each. The Bishops’ and 
rector’s chair are surmounted with a festoon of 
flowers, while the crosses and vases are deco- 
rated with red and white roses. Suspended from 
the roof and attached to the chancel wall on 
either side are immense festoons of flowers and 
evergreens crossiig each other, with a large 
Bishop's mitre in the centre of white roses, the 
cross being of red roses. The admission was by 
ticket, and non-holders thereof did not apply. 
The exercises were very impressive, the Bishops 
of Mississippi, Michigan, Alabama, Louisiana, 
and ail the clergymen of this and many of 
the neighboring States assist At ll o’@lock 
the procession of clergy ente the church, the 
Bishops in their robes of office and the Bishop- 
elect and the priests in their surplices.

SALMI MORSE ARRESTED. 

New York, Feb. 24.—A large namber of peo- 
ple assembled tonight at Salmi Morse’s resi- 
dence to witness the dress rebearsai of the 
„Passion Play.” All the seats were occupied 
A large crowd gathered in the street. A strong 
force of police was inside the building in citi- 
zen’s dress and many in the street. There 
were policemen also at the stage door. While 
the scenes were being fixed the actors in eos 
tumes discussed the probabilities. Morse 
and his counsel appeared, followed by Police- 
Capt. Williams. The Captain announced that 
as soon as the curtain was raised he would arrest 


Morse, and if the performers persisted 15 
ing on, be would arrest them. Morse sta it 
was bis intention to proceed with the perform- 
apce and abide consequences, 

‘* This is my residence,” he said. I live here, 
cook, eat, and sieep here. It is nota theatre. I 
have no theatrical license. I have as much 
right to invite my triends to come bere and 
to witness this rehearsal as Vanderbilt would 
have to Invite guests to witness a dramatic per- 
formance in his private residence; and you 
bave no more right to interfere in one case than 
you would have iu the other.“ 

„ LEGAL OPINIONS, 

Morse’s counsel also denounced the proposed 
arrest as an outrage on the liberty of a citizen. 

A pretty girl woo was to represent the Virgin 
Mary bantered Capt. Williams, asking him to 
take ber to prison asa substitute for Morse. 
When the scene was set, the stage was cleared 
of all but those to take part in the rebearsal. 
Simeon, Caiaphas, John, Anna the Prophetess, 
Joseph, Mary, the Assyrians, Levites, and the 
“ muititude,”’ took their places, and everything 
was pronounced ready. The curtain went up, 
disciosing the presentation chamber of the tem- 
ple. The orchestra began asolemn chant, the 
strain was taken up by the leading singers soon 
following. and the bouse was bushbed. As the 
first song died away, Caiapnhas advanced, boiding 
aloft scrolis, upon which the law was written, 
and delivering a recitation. 

THE REHEARSAL STOPPED. 

The chorus began to sing a repiy, when Capt. 
Williams issued from behind a piliar or the 
„ tompie and arrested Morse, who 6 near 
him. The performance at once stopped. 

Morse’s counsel was loud in denunciation of 
the “outrage,” and eriesof “Shame” came 
from the people. He called on them to witness 
that the performance had been stop in the 
middie of a sacred song. Charlies Thorne 
Sr. stated de witnessed the Passion 
Play in California, and it contained nothme 
blasphemous or sacreligous. Morse said 
he had been arrested cause he was pot 
giving an immoral performance. la response 
to a call from Morse’s counsel, who said the po- 
lice could not arrest them for it, the performers 
sang the Hallelujab Oborus.” The curtain 
was rung down, and the rehearsal ended. 

Morse was taken to the statlup-house, the 
charge being hs a theatrical performance 
without a license. Friends gave $500 bail, and 
Morse will appear in the Police Court Monday 
morning.

REQUIFSCAT IN PACE, 
SOLEMN MASS FOR A MOTHER SUPERIOR. 
New York, Feb. 24.—[Special.}—At II o'clock 

this morning. in the chapel of St. Joseph's Con- 
vent, Flushing, L. I., a solemn requiem mass 
was offered for the repose of the soul of Mother 
Baptista, the late Mother Superior of St. John’s 
Orphan Asylum, in Brookiyn.

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LOST AT SEA. 


The Steamship Glamorgan Suc- 
cumbs to Rough Weather. 


Fifty-three Persons Resened from the 
Sinking Ship—Seven Lives Lost. 


The Chief Engineer’s Narrative of the Disaster 
—List of the Lost and Saved. 


New York, Feb. %4.—[Special.}—The White 
Star steamship Republic arrived at this port to- 
day with the crew of the freight-steamer 
Glamorgan, which had been wrecked at sea. 
The Glamorgan, which was of 2.560 tons bur- 
den, and was chartered by the Warren 
Line, left Liverpool on Thursday, Feb. 8, for 
Boston. She generally carried cattle from 
Boston to Liverpool, and a miscellaneous cargo 
on the retura trip, Almost from the beginuing 
of the voyage she encountered heavy weather. 
She was builtin 187 as a screw-steamer with a 
brig rig. The insurance on the cargoor vessel is 
not Known. She was sighted on Feb. 16 by the 
Republic, and most of the crew were saved. 

THE CHIEF-ENGINEER’S RECITAL. 

The story of the voyage and shipwreck was 
told last night by Thomas Cant lay, tne chiet en- 
Eineer of the Glamorgan, as follows: 

“The Glamorgan left the Mersey on Thurs- 
day, Feb. 8. Strong westerly winds prevaticd on 
Friday and Saturdsy. On Sunday the wind 
and sea increased, and the vessel was 
hove to. Un Monday the weather moderated, 
and we made a few miles. On Tuesday the 
wind and seas steadily grew stronger. The ba- 
rometer was 27.90 and a very high sea was run- 
ning. We were about 450 miles trom Queens- 
town at that time. 

On Wednesday at 1:20 a. m. a tremendous 
sea struck our vessel, carrying away the fore- 
mast, all the ventilators, the fore and main 
winches and pipes, all tne ruils, the 
cabin, Captain's room, bridges, steward’s 
room, pantry, bath-room, steward’s store- 
room, boatswain’s store-rooms, all the 
passengers’ rooms, ali the boats and rails aft, 
and the deck-house abaft the main mast. It 
stove in the front of the wheel-house, breaking 
the steering gear and bursting in the main 
hatches. The deck was burst open, and 
the vessel then keeled over from 
the shock. The water poured in 
the ship in immense volume, putting out the 
fires in a few minutes, stopping the engines, and 
leaving ber lying in the trough of the sea. All 
hands were ordered to bail out the water by 
buckets, but sea after sea poured in, filling 
her fore and aft. After daylight we 
got sails spread over tne hatches and all 
other openings to try and keep out some of the 
water, but there being nothing to support them 
they soon gave way. The remainder of the day 
was spent by the crew in bailing out the water 
and working the pumps. The sea was heavy, ' 
and despite all exertions the water gained on 
us, the sails over the hatches and openings giv- 
ing way constantiy and requiring frequent 
fixing. 

On Thursday the weather moderated a little, 
and we succeeded in boarding up the batches. 
Our only hope was to keep the vessel afloat 
until we feli in with another steamer, as we 
knew we never could reach land. We 
tacked sails over the boarded batches, 
keeping up the bailing steadily. One pump was 
kept going, the others being broken or choked 
up and of no use. That night we had to give up 
working the pumps, as the sea was breaking 
heavily over the vessel, and there was no sheiter 
for the workers. 

“On Friday the weather again moderated, and 
all bands were called to the pumps, and the 
damages to the hatch-coverings were repaired 
as far as possibie. They were the last boards 
and sails that we had that we tacked on, and 
our main bope was to keep them intact. 

THE RESCUE. 

About noon a steamer hove in sight, bearing 
right down on us. It proved to be the Republic. 
We still kept on bailing and pumping and flying 
a signal of distress. Her Captain, P. J. Irvine, 
stood gallantly by us and sent of a 
boat, which saved a por uon of 
the crew. In launching it one of the sailors of 
the Republic lost his life, being washed over- 
board. No attempt was made to launch another 
boat, as the sea was running too high, and there 
was no immediate danger of the Glamorgan 
sinking. About 8 p. m. the sea bad moderated 
a great deal and the Kepublic again lowered her 
boats, and all bands were safely taken off our 
vessel. four boats making two trips each. When 
we arrived on board of the Republic we were 
provided with warm, dry clotbing. For three days 
our cloth bad been saturated with water 
and we vould not make achange. Every xind- 
ness was shown us by ali on board the Republic. 
The injured were promptly attended to by Dr. 
Isdell, under whose care they — rapidly. 
For food when we were water-logged we had 
coffce and crackers, the latter, however, being 
saturated with salt water.

DEMOCRATS AND HIGH LICENSE. 

Is there anything peculiarly Democratic 
about dissipation and the excesses and abuses 
of the liquor-traffic? The Democratic mem- 
bers of the Illinois Legislature would seem 
to entertain some such idea by the extraor- 
dinary course they are taking in regard to 
the proposed important and necessary license 
legislation. They are massed together as a 
party to block the way to all legislation to 
mitigate the evils of intemperance rather 


than permit any license bili to come up for 


consideration. Let the proposition to fix a 
uniform and adequate license is merely an 
effort to regulate the liquor-traftic in the in- 
terest of moderation, good order, and 
public welfare. There is in Chicago 
about one saloon to every thirty fami- 
lies of men, women, and children. One 
grogshop to every 500 persons, or one 
to every 100 families; would be su- 
perabundant to meet all the demands 
of the bibulous classes without inflicting any 
deprivation or inconvenience upon them. 
Do the Democratic politicians in the Illinois 
Legisiature believe that citizens who vote q 
with their party are unanimously and un- 
alterably opposed to every means for redu- 
cing the horrors of intemperance, regulating 
the sale of liquor, or restraining the vicious 
influences of an excess of grogshops? Do 
they think that respectable Democratic voters 
and their wives have no concern about their 
sons growing to manhood to become hood- 
lums and whisky-soaked loafers, and have no 
desire to limit the terrible temptations to 
idleness, drunkenness, and licentiousness ? 
Do they conceive that the Democratic tax- 
payer of moral habits and decent character is 
indifferent whether or not the saloons pay 
some proper share of the public expenses 
which they cause? ‘They certainly act as 
though they represented nobody but the 
worst part of the rum-venders and the hood- 
lums they have entrapped to their ruin. 
The more decent saloonkeepers favor high 
license. 

It seems to be hopeless to expect the mass 
of the saloonkeepers to conduct themselves 
reasonably or intelligently in this matter. 
The more depraved of them are not willing 
to submit even tothe recent action ot the 
Com mon Council, suggested by one of their 
special representatives (Lawler), which fixed 
the license fee at the small sum of $103. They 
are opposed to apy increase, however slight, 
or any system of regulation, however neces- 
sary or conservative. Like all ignorant, vic- 
ious, conscienceless men, the majority of sa- 
loonkeepers are disposed toresist any and all 
restraints on the operations of their drunkard- 
making factories. Many of them of whom one 
might reasonably expect better do ,not seem 
to see that high license is calculated to limit 
competition in heir business and increase 
the profits of those who are fit to survive the 
conditions of high license. They cannot get 
it through their thick heads that the estab- 
lishment of an adequate license, yielding a 
handsome revenue to the local Government 
and keeping saloons orderly and decent, is 
the safest possible protection against pro- 
hibition raids and agitations. 

In yielding t) the dictation of the worst 
elements of the doggery influences the Dem- 
ocratic politicians show the same ignorance 
that is characteristic of the men who control 
them. If they presume that their present 
course is likely to gain for them the approval 
of the respectable element of their party or 
attract to that party any large number of 
votes which it does not now receive, they are 
exceedingly shortsighted. There is no poli- 
tics in dramselling, or tippling, or hoodlum- 
making. The best elements of society de- 
mand high license as a preventive and cor- 
rective, without regard to partisan attach- 
ments, and the Democratic members of the 
Illinois Legislature are putting gratuitous 
insult upon their constituents in their per- 
sistent obstruction in the interest of the 
lower class of saloonkeepers and the riff-raff 
of whisky-sodden loafers who hang about 
them. 


MUTINOUS CONVICTS. 

The old saying that troubles come in cycles 
is again illustrated in some of the State peni- 
tentiaries. The first to attract attention was 
the Massachusetts Prison. No mutiny has 
occurred there yet, but if there is not one be- 
fore long it will not be the fault of Gov. 
Butler, who has broken through its regularly- 
established discipline by sending his agents 
among the convicts, who offered them in- 
ducements to make charges against their 
Warden. Paper and writing materials were 
furnished them, and they were instructed to 
express their opinions of the Warden. The 
letters were gathered by the agents and for- 
warded to the Governor. It is needless to 
say that the prisoners expressed a thorough 
and complete want of confidence in the War- 
den and were unaaimous in their expression. 
Upon such testimony as this the Warden 
was discharged, though no charges had been 
officially filed against him, without any hear- 
ing or any opportunity to defend himeelt, 
and Butier appointed one of his old friends 
and partisan blowers to the position, which 
makes it look very much as if he had created 
the vacancy upon the slimmest of pretexts to 
reward one of his own friends. 

Immediately upon the heels of this ex- 
traordinary proceeding the revolt broke out 
at Sing Sing. Charges of cruelty in enfor- 
cing discipline had been made (by convicts), 
and the Legislative Committee on Prisons 
were ordered to investigate. At the very 
outset their course was unprecedented. 
They held their sessions within the prison 
walls. They followed the action of Gov. 
Butler and sent agents among the prisoners, 
who invited them to express their views in 
letters to the committee. The result of this 
indecent and dangerous practice was that 
Sing Sing prisoners, like those of Concord, 
expressed themselves as having no contfi- 
dence in their officials. Fancying that the 
committee were their friends and would 
shield them from any punishment for 
their conduct, they went still further, 
and a considerable number of them re- 
fused to work and menaced the officials 
when they ordered them to their 
tasks. All discipline for the time 
being was broken down and a dangerous 
state of confusion and disorder prevailed, 
which was only settled by the prompt action 
of the officers, who did their duty notwith- 
standing the want of confidence which the 
prisoners had expressed. The worst of them 
are now put upon a bread-and-water diet, 
and itis a pity that the blatherskites whose 
conduct encouraged them to mutiny were not 
locked up with them and kept upon the same 
diet. g 

The revolt at Sing Sing is hardly quelled 
before a still more dangerous mutiny breaks 
outin the State Penitentiary at Jefferson 
City, Mo. The danger was so great that the 
citizens armed themselves and presented a 
solid phalanx around the walls, determined 
to shoot down the first man who attempted 
to escape. The officers inside acted like 
brave men, and held the scoundrels at bay 
while the dangerons fire which they had 
set was extinguished. The convicts did 
not yield, however, until they saw 
escape was impossible. In this case there 
was no immediate troublegbetween the con- 
Viets and the Warden, but it cannot de 


doubted that the mistaken though probably 
well-meant leniency which Gov. Crittenden 


has so often shown to criminais had much 
to do with it. His action In the case of the 
James family and the manner in which the 
public has eulogized the dead bandit and 
lioniged the living, if it meant anything to 
these criminals, meant that they might er- 
pect sympathy in any acts of violence they 
might attempt. 

Even conceding that the Governors of 
Massachusetts, New York, and Missouri are 
sincere in their belief that the convicts 
should have confidence in their masters, and 
are honest in the belief that prisons should 
be made cozy and comfortable for their in- 
mates, itis a very dangerous kind of belief, 
and it is to be hoped that they see the folly of 
it. It is not expected of convicts, nor is it 
necessary, that they should have confidence 
in their oflicers, or their officers in them. 
Again, it is not one of the duties of the offi- 
cers to make prisons cozy and comfortable 
for convicts. When these scoundrels com- 
mitted crime they did not expect to go to a 
place where they were to have the comforts 
of a home. When the courts sentenced them 
it was not anticipated that they were going 
to have an easy life of it. If these 
thieves and murderers are disappointed 
and find that prison life is severe, 
they ought not to complain. They should 
have thought of that before they committed 
the crimes which sent them to prison. It 
would be well for sympathizers with crimi- 
nals to remember, first, that they are the 
most desperate and dangerons class in the 
community, and that they are shut up be- 
cause life and property are not safe when 
they are at large; and, second, that they are 
suffering the penalty of the laws they have 
broken, which, however hard it may be, in 
ninecases out of tenis inadequate to make 
compensation for the acts they have com- 
mitted. There is no excuse for torturihg 
them, but at the same time there is no ex- 
cuse for sympathizihg with them or coddling 
them. Itcannot be done much longer by 
Democratic Governors without raising the 
very natural suspicion that they are seeking 
to curry favor with the convicts and with 
their triends outside who have not yet 
reached the dignity of the striped uniform.

PUTS AND CALLS. 

There is no question that dealing in privi- 
leges,“ better known as puts and calls,” is 
purely a gambling transaction. It is in the 
nature of a bet. One party pays another $50 
or $100 for the privilege of buying from him 
or selling to hima certain quantity of grain 
within a given time at a given price. One 
party bets that a certain commodity is going 
up in price, the other that it is going down in 
price, within the next twenty-four hours. 
The party who accepts the price of the 
“put” or call“ gives uncertain odds in 
case he loses his bet, but that does not alter 
the character of the transaction. Trading of 
this kindis in plain violation of the State 
law, and, as conducted, of the rules of the 
Board of Trade. The State law makes op- 
tion-trading a criminal offense, and provides 
as a punishment a fine of from $10 to $1,000 
and imprisonment not exceeding one year as 
a penalty therefor. The Board of Trade has 
excluded such transactions from the floor, 
and it will not enforee trades of any kind 
which are made outside of the regular hours. 

The bulk of the privilege trading is 
done immediately after the close of the Call 
Board, and there is no means to enforce such 
contracts or to discipline members who 
choose to repudiate them. At the same time 
the practice is winked at In so far as many 
reputable firms on the board make such 
trades and consider them binding on their 
honor,“ just as gamblers regard wagers on 
a horse-race or bets at the card-table. But 
when a firm in good standing on the board 
goes so far as to issue circulars solicit- 
ing outside investments in this Ulegal trad- 
ing itis high time that somebody in author- 
ity should take cognizance of the practice 
and invoke whatever means may be found 
necessary to suppress it. The board could 
do this if it would undertake to discipline 
members who deal in “privileges” either 
during or after regular hours, and a few sus- 
pensions would probably put a stop to the 
whole business. If the board shall fail to 
take prompt and energetic measures for the 
suppression of the illegal trading, the Citi- 
zens’ Association will do well to step in and 
procure the indictment of a few of the per- 
sons who are conspicuous in this line of busi- 
ness. About a year ago the grand jury made 
a pretense of looking into the matter, but 
their investigation produced no results. Two 
or three actual indictments, convictions, and 
fines would induce all members of the board 
to take a very different view of these prac- 
tices. 

There will never be a time more favorable 
than now for a correction of this flagrant 
abuse. The President of the board (Mr. 
Hobbs) is and has been these many years a 
prominent lightin the Sunday-schools, and 
certainly he would not condone any offense 
against the law. If his firm has traded in 
“privileges” it is probably because the 
practice has been tolerated to an extent that 
conveyed an indersement of such transac- 
tions, and Mr. Hobbs himself will probably 
be glad to assist in rooting out the business 
by whatever means may be thought best. 
Mr. Hobbs’ immediate predecessor as Presi- 
dent (Mr. Dunham) is now a member-elect 
of Congress, and must be equaily averse to 
any violation of law; he will undoubtedly 
join Mr. Hobbs in any effort to abolish “ puts 
and calls” from his own and every other 
firm’s business, Unless measures be taken 
by the board for putting a stop te such 
trades so far as its own members are con- 
cerned, somebody will ask the grand jury 
to interfere for the protection of the unwary 
countryman whose money is now solicited 
for these risky and unlawful investments. 


THE LAW OF CONTINUANCES IN CRIMI- 
NAL CASES. 

An important step has been taken by the 
IIlinois Senate in the direction of criminal- 
law reform in the passaze of Fifer’s bill 
regulating the practice of continuances in 
criminal cases. The act is as follows: 


Seo. I. Be it enacted, eto, That when affidavit 
is made tor a continuance in behaif of the peo- 
ple or any defendant in a criminal case, on the 
round of the absence of a material witness, the 
DState’s-Attorney or the defendant, as the case 
may be, shall not be required to admit the ab- 
solute truth of the matter set up in the affidavit 


| for continuance, but only that such absent wit- 


ness, if present, would testify as alleged in the 
affidavit; and if it is so admitted no continuance 
sbali be granted, but the case shail goto trial, 
and the party admitting the same shail be - 
mitted to coutrovert the statements contained 
in such affidavit by other evide or to im- 
peach such absent witness the same ks if he had 
testified in person: Provided, that the court 
may in its discretion — . the opposit party 
to admit the truth absolutely of an such afi. 
davit when, from the nature of the case, he may

It was the principle of this bill which en- 
countered such stubborn opposition in the 
Judiciary Committee when it was first bro- 
posed, Many of the members of that com- 
mittee believed it to be a violation of the 
constitutional provision which guarantees 
to accused persons the right to meet wit 
nesses face to face.“ At the time this objec- 
tion was raised Tue TRIBUNE pointed out 
that the obvious intent of the Constitution is 
to proteet criminals against taking the de- 
position of witnesses who testify against 
them, and to guarantee them and their coun- 
sel the privilege of personal cross-examina- 
tion; and also that it could net be reasonably 
construed to mean chat the defendant shall 
not have the privilege of introducing evi- 
dence in his own behalf when it is not pos- 


- 


sible for him to produce his witness and | 
when the prosecution is willing to admit such 
evidence. The Légisiature was reminded 
at the same time that it is a grow- 
ing tendency of the courts to con- 
btrue constitutional and statutory directions 
according to their plain meaning rather than 
confine themselves to the strict literal ex- 
pression which may have been adopted 
ignorantly or carelesly by the authors of 
such phrases, The apparent justice of this 
argument evidently carried conviction to all 
who are disposed to assist the movement of 
crminal-law reform, for the above bill re- 
celved only eight negative votes in the 
Senate. 

The practical operation of the Fifer bill 
will be of material aid in procuring the 
“speedy trial” of persons accused of crime 
as provided by the Gonstitution. It will beto 
the advantage of innocent persons who are 
put on trial, for suéh persons will only ask 
for continuances when they cannot secure 
the Sattendance of witnesses who are 
able to prove their innocence. In these 
cases the admission as evidence of what 
the absent witnesses would testify to 
will serve their purpose as well as would 
the physical presence of the witnesses. 
In other cases where guilty persons 
hope to postpone their tria by this 
means until public interest in their convic- 
tion shall wear out, or until they shall be 
able to run off the witnesses who are ready 
to testify against them, the authority given 
to the State’s-Attorney to admit as evidence 
the allegations made in their affidavits will 
prevent them from overreaching justice and 
escaping deserved punishment. ‘There is no 
danger that the terms of this law will work 
any injustice to innocent persons, and the 
courts cannot consistently set it aside, be- 
cause it is designed to assure prompt trials 
and protect society against the escape of the 
habitual criminals who are accustomed to 
avail themselves of fraudulent continuances, 
among other expedients, for avoiding trial. 


COULD NOT CATCH THE SPEAKER’S EYE. 

Hardly any one can be so ill-informed now- 
adays as not to know that the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives long ago ceased to 
be a mere moderator, an arbiter of debate, 
whose judicial function it was to preserve or- 
der and give every side a chanve to present 
its opinions or desires. Wendell Phillips 
once said the Government of the United 
States consisted of thirty-seven States and 
one corporation, referring to the Camden & 
Amboy Railroad. This epigram can with 
perfect accuracy be narrowed down to the 
assertion that the National Legislature con- 
sists of three Houses—the Senate, the House 
of Representatives, and the Speaker. Noth- 
ing that is said or done on the floor of the 
liouse has any validity unless it be said or 
done under the recognizing eye of the 
Speaker. 

This fact accounts for the intense jnterest 
taken in the election of Speaker. This oil 
clal not only appoints the committees 
through which all the projects for legisia- 
tion must pass, but if any one of these com- 
mittees, intractably or carelesly, attempt to 
bring forward a measure not liked by the 
Speaker or his faction, or if any member 
attempt independently or impudentiy to 
initiate a reform or an investigation directly 
from among the members, ali the Speaker 
has to do is to look at somebody else. In a 
debating society or a Presbyterian assembly 
the member who gets the floor first is recog- 
nized, and if he;proceeds parliamentarily can 
bring before his fellows any germane matter, 
but Congress is not a debating society nor a 
Presbyterian assembly. 

Some of our rural readers may be surprised 
to know that this power of the Speaker is oc- 
casionaliy used to suppress debate, and to 
prevent inquiry into matters that those who 
elected the Speaker would rather not have 
opened. It is true that this seems in the 
pure air of the country to be a gross outrage, 
and in intolerabie conflict with the highest 
rights and interests of the people. But boys 
will be boys, and by the same token syndi- 
catesmen will be syndicatesmen. 

In another column we publish an account 
very much to the point from the Washing- 
ton correspondent of a paper called Justice, 
published in New York by the Anti-Monopo- 
lists, showing how Speaker Keifer used hia 
power of not seeing a member to choke off 
an investigation very disagreeable to the 
Southern Pacitic Railroad lobby. The in- 
vestigation proposed was to ascertain how a 
railroad that had never been built or even 
begun (the New Orleans, Baton Rouge & 
Vicksburg) could, through its President, 
transfer to other corporations a land grant to 
which it never hada title. That a company 
which had been given a slice of public land 
as large as Rhode Island to enable 
it to build a road for the accommo- 
dation of the public, and on condi- 
tion that it built it, should be able to give the 
land to some one else for the private pur- 
poses of its officers, without having laid a 
rail, is passing strange. Still it is not as 
strange, when one comes to think of it, as it 
is that a member of Congress who had been 
repeatedly promised recognition by the 
Speaker shouid be utterly unable, day after 
day, to get the floor for a resolution of in- 
quiry. 

The land belongs to the people; Congress 
belongs to the people; the Speaker belongs 
to the people; but all these belongings are 
annihilated by a simple and irretrievable 
misdirection of one man’s eye. 

This is the strabismus of free institutions, 

A NOVEL SPORT. 

A letter to the New York Sun brings some 
singular intelligence as to the character of 
the newest entertainments of a sporting kind 
pursued by the English during the Lenten 
season. Pigeon-shooting was first the rage, 
but the Princess of Wales lifted up her voice 
against the cruel sport and stopped it. As 
there was nothing else that could be killed 
out of doors the manly sportsmen of both 
sexes thereupon contrived some indoor 
shooting, which is thus described by the 
Sun’s correspondent: “Instead of pigeon- 
shooting we inaugurate insect-shooting. 
Bumble-bees par excellence, then blue-bot- 
tles, cockchafers—any small, fat, flying thing 
In seasou—is game. A gallery is erected. 
The victims are boxed up, let loose, and fired 
at by miniature guns and rifles of exquisit 
workmanship.” This wildly-exeiting sport 
is indulged in daily, and whole hecatomps 
of bumble-bees and blue-bottles have been 
Slain by the daring hunters without danger 
to themselves. At least there is no record 
yet of any of the hunters having been at- 
tacked and killed by an infuriated blue-bot- 
tle, though it is rumored that one bold 
Briton was stung by a bumble-bee, where- 
upon the whole party massed their forces, 
penned the ferocious animal in a corner, put 
a hat over him, and stamped the hat until 
the keenest ear in the party could not hear a 
buzz under it. The hat was then removed, 
and the bee’s brush was presented to the in- 
jured Briton. As a rule, however, no acci- 
dents have happened to the hunters, 

As it is now the thing to imitate everything 
English, it is probabie that these ferocious 
sports will be imitated to a certain extent 
and among certain classes in our own coun- 
try, and we Could wish that they were not 
confined to Lent, but prevailed the year 
round. It strikes us that they are infinitly 
preferable to the style of hunting pursued 
by swell New-Yorkers, who purchase a tame 
fox or a hare, have it sent to Newport or Long 
Island. let it out of the box, urge it to run by 
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various devices, and then chase it a little 


scared creature, and killit. The pursuit of 
a blue-bottle fly or a bumble-bee round a 
room would be just as exciting, and there is 
no more danger in it than there is in chasing 
a fox; in reality not 80 much, as the bold 
hunters are very apt to be stoned by some 
farmer’s boy for riding over his garden 
sauce or tumbling down his garden 
of pinks and phlox. Then, again, the in- 
sect sport demands more skill, as it 
is harder to hit a biue-bottle fly, however 
fat he may be, than it is to hit a fox when 
guns are used, and they get rid of the nui- 
sance of dogs and their racket—a strong in- 
ducement, since it would be greatly to their 
credit could they kill a blue-bottle or bum- 
ble-bee without the help of dogs. Then, 
again, the insect sport admits of infinit vari- 
ety. If fashionable hunters want a chase 
absolutely without danger they can pursue 
the blue-bottle. If they want a dash of dan- 
ger they can let loose a solitary bumbie-bee 
or wasp. If they want a thrillingly exciting 
and spicy time they can hire a hall and make 
a free-for-all sortie on a hornets’ nest. If 
they would have sport that develops cau- 
tion and cunning they can let loose an aged 
cockroach; while, if they want the very es- 
sence of fun—fun that is wildly lively, exu- 
berant, and bubbling like the cancan, and 
that will last several days—all they have to 
do is to free a little frisky flea and go after 
him with their popguns. 

The insect sport is evidently just the thing 
for the Anglo-maniacs. It combines the 
merits of economy, safety, freedom from 
fatigue, and the minimum of cruelty. Trivial 
as it may seem, it is nobler than the pursuit 
of a poor tame fox or hare, and will be more 
to the credit of their manhood and woman- 
hood. And it is English.

THE PRESIDENT AND PATTI. 

It is probable that the most astonished man 
in the United States on Friday evening last 
was its President. Upon that occasion au- 
dacity and discourtesy reached their hight, 
and the disappointment of the dinner-giving 


President was only equaled by the indigna- 


tion of society. Mr. Arthur’s invitations, 
though social in character, being considered 
compulsory, it is natural that the gilded 
youth and society belles of Washington must 
have been perfectly paralyzed when upon 
the President's command they assembled in 
the White House to meet Mme. Patti and 
found that Mme. Patti was neither there in 
person nor in any epistolary form of regret, 
the excuse not having been sent until the day 
after the fair, and even then in shockingly 
bad taste, both as to its form and contents. 
A similar calamity, it will be remembered, 
happened in Baltimore during the visit of 
that very extraordinary person, Oscar Wilde. 
A large reception was made for that caper- 
ing esthete which he purposely skipped by, 
gayly riding through the city without stop 
until he arrived in Washington. This, how- 
ever, Was only a private affair, and con- 
cerned a small circle. The invitations which 
President Arthur extends are more or Jess 
National, though it is to be presumed that 
the Nation itself would not dine and wine 
people quite so frequently or lavishly as its 
Chief Magistrate, and consequently does not 
feel that shock of astonishment which seized 
him and his guests when they fund that 
Mine. Patti had let the reception go by default, 
and had had the atidacity to remain at home 


without sending her declination in time to. 


prevent the assemblage. To put it in plain 
English, it was a snub, and the. and 
best the President can do is to swi..0w it 
without making a wry face, and not to look 
for any commiseration from the sovereign 
people, since there was no reason why he 
should make a reception for Mme. Patti or 
tor any other operatic warbler. They re- 
ceive courtesy enough from the people in the 
shape of a most extortionate tariff, being the 
best and highest protected articles that come 
into the country. It will be hard to convince 
the people whe have to pass the bat and take 
up a collection of $4,400 every time Patti 
sings that there is any propriety in making a 
lioness of her in the National Capital, with 
the President at the head of the procession; 
nor can the President, who is somewhat af- 
flicted with the Anglomania, as invidious 
persons charge, find any precedents for his 
attempted leonine achievement in the social 
records of the foreign courts. The reception 
would have been in every way distasteful to 
the American people, and hence they will in- 
cline to be satisfied with Mme. Patti’s dis- 
courteous failure to bein attendance.

It is useless to urge the fear of disappointing 
an audience as an excuse. Disappointments 
of audiences are the smallest concerns in a 
prima donna’s life. Weare not sure but that 
it would positively alarm an audience if it 
should find out that a prima donna was afraid 
of disappointing it. What audience has not 
been ruthlesly, recklesly, theroughly, and 
completely disappointed by these fickle song- 
sters over and over again? It looks very 
much, therefore, as if she had-balanced the 
invitation in the one scale and $4,400 in the 
other, and the money tipped the beam, The 
President having been snubbed, would it not 
be well for the American people to improve 
the opportunity to stop its toadying to foreign 
artists, and reverse therelations by reminding 
them that they are the public's servants ?

savings-vanks. The figures of withdrawais for 
the six months also indicate progress of thrift 
in Italy when set off against the deposits, and

MR. SMALLEY’S LETTER—THE EXCITEMENT 
OCCASIONED BY FORSTER’S PHILIPPIc. 
Lonpon, Feb. 24.—[Smalley’s Cable to New 

York Tribune.]—Mr. Forster's destructive at- 

tack upon Mr. Parnell and the Land League bas 

put everything else in the sbade. Ever since 

James Carey's testimony in criminating the 

Land League was made pubiic the House bas 

jooked to Mr. Parnell to refute the dally-arow- 

ing suspicion of the Irish leaders’ complicity in 
crime. Appeaied to and challenged repeatedly 

from both sides of the House, be sat for a 

whole week silent. Mr. Forster, on Thurs- 

day, sent him word that he intended to 

@€ccuse him. The House was thronged. Mr. 

Forster spoke with an energy and directness 

that carried everything betore him. He begau 

bis speech by charging that Mr. Parnell still re- 
mained the leader of an agitation which had or- 
ganized and promoted outrage and murder, and 
that from outrage and murder he had derived 
advantage and power. If he disapproved of 
this campaign in crime, why had he never 
denounced it? What was done with the 
unaudited funds of the Land League? When 

did Mr. Parneil disown Sheridan, Boyton, and 

all accredited agents of the Land League. and 

all publicly advocating murder? When did Mr. 

Brennan cease discharging the double duty of 

paid Secretary of the Land League and Irish 

correspondent of the Irish World, which was tbe 
paymaster of the Land League, and the open 
advocate not only of murder but of the whoile- 
gale destruction of English lives and property? 

Would Mr. Parnell disavow United Ireland, a 

newspaper owned partly by him-and Mr. Me- 

Carthy, which systematically treated murder, 

arson, and robbery as incidents of the league 

campaign’? Summing up these and many 
other grave matters, and admitting himself that 
probabiy no more serious charge had ever been 
made by one member of the House against an- 
other, Mr. Forster declared that Mr. Parneli bad 
either connived at the outrages and crimes or 
bad remained in willful ignorance of them, de- 
termined not to inquire about them, accepting 
the authority and influence that were due to 
them, and never condemning them. When Mr. 

Forster sat down the whole House turned 

to Mr. Parneil, who still refused to 

rise—the first time in history that a 

member of the HBritish Parliament ever 

deciined euch a challenge. A meeting of the 

Irish party, held immediately after this scene, 

resoived that Mr. Parnell must speak. After 

twenty-four hours of reflection Mr. Parnell re- 
soived to leave Mr. Forster unanswered. Speak- 
ing last pieht, he excused himself on the 
ground that Mr. Forster had no rieht to put 
such questions and make such charges. The 
truth is that Mr. Parnell, though perhaps per- 
sonally disliking the outrages, knew from the 
beginning of the agitation that his own 
leadership and the authority of the Land 
League both depended on the prevalence of 
erimes and violence. To have denounced them 
formally would bave ruined bim with the vast 
majority of his followers, who have either com- 
mitted or approved of the outrages. To de- 
pounce them now would have the same effect. 

Having to elect between the English public and 

Irish public, Mr. Parnell chose the latter. 

The result is a total break-up of any possible 
publie alliance between the Parnellites and the 
English Radicals. Not one English journal— 
not even the Daily News, the Pall Mall Gazette, 
nor the Echo—ventures to lift up its voice today 
in Mr. Parnell's defense. All over England and 


Scotland there is one indignant burst of con- 


dem nation of the leader who deliberately re- 
fuses to disown the outrages and to disavow 
any possibie connection between the murder- 
ous societies and the Land League. 

Mr. MoOarthy'’s vain effort to cover his lead - 
er's retreat took the form of a harangue crowded 
with bitter personalities and measured insults 
to Mr. Forster. Mr. McCarthy’s responsibility 
for the Land League organ, United Ireland, being 
established, it would seem a good time to bring 
Out also the Daily News’ responsibility for Mr.

WHENCE DO THE PHENIX PARK ASSASINS 
OBTAIN THEIR VERY LIBERAL SUPPLY? 
Where did the money spent so lavishly by the 

mysterious No. 1 of the Dublin Assasination 
Bociety come from? Where dees the money 
which is paid at the public house where Carey 
drank for the food used by the prisoners and 
which is paid so regularly come from?

THE FLOODED MINE. 


Siow Vork with the Pumps at Braid- 
Wood — HRelieil—A Sad Death — Hich 
License. 

BRAipwoop, III., Feb. 24.—[{Special.}—The 
aspect of affairs at the mine has not materially 
changed today. The pumping still goes on, and 
the buckets which have been rigged up in the 
main shaft are doing good work. The company 
that controls the Diamond No. 2 today made a 
final settiement with their employés, each man 
drawing the balance that was due him, and it 
was a piteous sight to see the poor women who 
had lost a son, brother, or husband, come 
into the office and claim the last sum 
that their now deceased relative would 
earn. Most of the women who came up to 
the window of the office showed symptoms of 
grief, and some of them broke down complete- 
ly, and were unable to sign the receipt for the 
money which they bad received. The pumping 
opertions are watched with an unceasing inter- 
est, and crowds visit the scene of disaster daily. 
The water is not being lowered quite as rapidiy 
as at first, probably on account of the greater 
body of water that is being pumped from. The 
mouth of the hole where the break oo- 
curred has been filled up, so that an 
immense rock dropped upon it did not 
disapper as formerly. The opening itself.

He also urges the enlargement of 
the penitentiary or the establishment of a 
brauen in some other part of the State, and he 
thinks that, as the Governor is heid responsible 
for the management of the hitentiary, he 
should be made a member of Board of In- 
spectors of that institution. 

The actuai loss to tne State by the tire yester- 
duy, in the way of buildings and machinery, is 
about $30,000.

Very heavy raias have 
fallen in Mississippi, Arkansas, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky, Indiana, Lliinois, Missouri, and lowa dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours, which will cause 
the floods in the Lower Mississippi to increase, 
and they will probubly prove as destructive as 
last year.

FORSYTHE FORECLOSES. 


A London Banker in a Fair Way to 
Lose $350,000. 

Last evening a TrisuNne reporter found Mr. 
Jacob Forsythe, the originul owner of the Sbef- 
field tract in indiana, that a few months ago 
promised to blossom into Hast Chicago, and had 
atalk with bim about his suit brougbt in the 
Circuit Court at Indianapolis to foreclose the 
mortgage held upon the land by bim and various 
other matters connected with the apparently de- 
funct syndicate. 

“It is true,“ said Mr. Forsythe, that I have 
began suit against the East Chicago Improve- 
ment Company for foreclosure of a mortgage 
held by me for $666,666 and about $20,000 interest 
on that amount. You will remember that when 
the company purchased the land one-tbird of a 
million dollars, the purchase price, was paid 
down, and seven years’ time was given on the 
balauce, which was secured by the mortgage re- 
ferred to. in the mortgage it was stipulated 
that if there was any default in the payment of 
any part of the principal and interest within 
thirty days thereafter I could foreclose the 
mortgage, which Lhave now taken the proper 
legal steps to do.“ 

Was any money paid by the company be- 
sides the one-third of the purcbdase price? ” 

* Yer, $45,000 of interest has been paid, but 
none of the principal. The first of the seven 

ayments fell due Jan. 1, as did also the $20,000 

uterest aliuded to.“ 

Do you know if the company proposes tak - 
ing any steps toward saving the money already 
put into the scheme?’ 

“Il donot. In fact, I don't know much about 
ite affairs. I know that some of the geutlemen 
interested in the scheme, who were very jubi- 
jnut over it several months ago, are now very 
much downcast, and have very little to say.”

OBITUARY. 

Nicholas Berdel. 

Mr. Nicholas Berdel, an old resideng of Chi- 
cago, and one who was for a long time promi- 
nently identified with the growth of the city. died 
at bis residence on Fifty-uinth street, near State, 
Friday evening. 

Mr. Berdel will be remembered by the older 
citizens as the leader of the orchestra at Rice's 
Theatre on Randolph street, and afterwards on 
Dearborn street, be having come to Chicago 
with the first theatrical company that ever 
played in this city. The company was McKinzie 
& Isberwood’s. Mr. Berdel remained at the 
theatre as leader of the orcbestra. Deceased 
was born in Bavaria, Germany. and came to 
this country about Il. He bad been a school- 
teacher and had acquired a musical education. 
He crossed the ocean in a sailing- vessel, and dur- 
ing the voyage organized a band and singing 
class, and being of a jolly disposition be made 
the passage very pleasant to all on board, and 
when he arrived in New York the Captain of the 
vessel returned bim his pussage-money and 
quite a sum besides. The Captain said be had 
never bad so pieusant a voyage in his life. 

On his arrival in New York Mr. Rerdel played 
for a short time in the Bowery Theatre, and then 
went to Buffalo, where be organized a band. In 
1836 he came to Chicago. 

Mr. J. H. McVicker was stage manager while 
Mr. Berdel was leader of the orchestra at Rice's 
Theatre. 

Berdel made himself very popular by playing 
at the rssidences of citizens when called upon 
His early residence in Chicago was on Washing- 
tou street, between Market and Franklin. fn 
1846 he was elected Constable, and be held the 
office of Coroner for two terms, and was Justice 
of the Peace for twelve years. He accumulated 
a competence at one time, but reverses came 
and be lost a large portion of his fortune. After 
the fire he removed to Englewood, where he has 
since lived. His first wife died some years ago. 
By ber he had three children—twu sons and a 
daughter—all grown up and now living. His 
second wife survives him.

MUsT THE MUTUAL UNION WIRES COME 

DOWN BY SATURDAY ? 

As was stated in Taz Tarsune the other day, 
the Western Union Company, though it had not 
yet absorbed the Mutual Union, was stringing 
forty wires from the southern city limits north 
under the ordinance which gives the lutter com- 
pany the rigbt * to erect and maintain one tem- 
porary line of poles and wires.“ This franchise 
was granted Dec. 29, 1851, for the purpose of en- 
abling the Mutual Union to do business while it 
was perfecting a system of underground telex- 
raphy.” Due diligetice was required, and the 
system bad to be putin operation by March 1 
1583, when all the rights and priviiges wranted 
under tbe ordinance are to terminate, and the 
poles and wires be remuved at the expense of 
the com pan, us successors or assignes. A 
bond of $25,000 was given to cover all damagef 
incident to the erecuon of the poles and wires and 
to insure their removal. So far as known the 
company has not “ perfected a system of un- 
derground telegraphy,” and when March 1. 
comes the question is, What will the authorities 
do’? The Mayor is given authority in the ordi- 
nance to order the poles taken down in case the 
company negiects to do it, but it is doubtful if 
bis Honor interferes. So the only thing for the 
propertty-owners to do totry to get rid of the 
nuisance of which they are complaining is to 
take the matter into the courts; and they are 
not likely to do that, as a suit against such a 
powerful corporation would be very expensive.

SOMETHING IS UP. 


Rumors and Counter-Rumors About 
Warden Dixon’s Case—Some One May 
Get Hurt, 
ln reference to the triais of Warden Dixon 

and Storekeeper Poncelet, of the County Hos- 

pital, which are set for tomorrow in the Crimi- 
nal Court, the air was full of rumors yesterday. 

Commissioner Albright, who bad been foremost 

in the prosecution before the grand jury, was 

decidedly uneusy as a consequence, and his 
special attorney was reported as nervous, and, 
generally speaking, the situation was shrouded 
in mystery. One of the reports was that the 

Commissioner and his man Stevens had bad a 

falling out, and were as earnest in despising one 

another as they had ever been in prosccuting 
the Warden. Another report was that an affi- 
davit bad made its appearance, which was 

a “dead give-away,” and would prove 

exceedingly damaging to the prosecution, com- 

lug as it did from some of their witnesses, 
amountiug to 
A KETRACTION OF EVERYTHING 

that had been charged. And still another report 

was to the effect that the prosecuuon had come 

in possession of cumulative testimony more 
damaging in its nature than anything yet hinted 
at. 

A reporter last evening endeavored to run 
down the rumors, and tne first call he made was 
upon Emery A. Storrs, counsel for Mr. Dixon. 
He was askedin reference to the existence of 
the allidavit alluded to, but, with bis usual 
shrewdness, be dodged every question, the most 
he would say beimg that he was auxious 
for the trial to come off, having other 
pressing cases to look after, and that it 
was his custom totry his causes in court. He 
left the impression, however, that there was a 
smoicering volcano somewhere, but ne could 
not be induced to indicate where or what it was 
or when or under what circumstances it would 
come forth. That it was lurking around, never- 
theless, was evident, and it may safely be set 
down that, pending the trial, there will be 

A SURPRISE FQR SOME ONE. 

Warden Dixon was next seen as to the rumors 
or reports, and said he knew nothing about 
them. He would have some affidavits as to char- 
acter, perhaps, which his attorney might want to 
use, and he might also bave some documents 
going to show the animusof the prosecution, 
but this was all. If there were any other affida- 
vits existing he had never seen them, and for 
further information he referred the reporter to 
Mr. Storrs. 

The next person sought was Mr. Plummer, Mr. 
Albrigut's special attorney, but be could not be 
found, and the probabilities are that he would 
hu ve refused to talk if be had been. It is known, 
however, that he is figuring upon astonishing 
the public with something on the trial, as is aiso 
Commissioner Albright, both of whom claim 
that the facts upon which the indictments were 
found bave not yet been presented in 
their right light. They have been contident 
that they hada good case, and have ali along 
appeared determined to make the most of it,

THEIR WITNESSES TURN ON THEM, 
however, in accordance with the rumors afloat, 
their calculations might be most decidedly in- 
terfered with, though some of them could turn, 
it is thought—especially such as have made repu- 
tations for themselves as liars—witbout seriously 
damuging their position. 

If the trial occurs tomorrow, as it is thought 
it will, all the rumors will be set at rest and in 
very short order. There will be no quibbling as 
to selecting a jury, it is understood, and very 
little time will be occupied, it is announced, in 
speechmaking. Following this will come the 
tuking of evidence, and from this time on the 
public will stand aghast waiting for the threat- 
ened eruption, which may come from either side 
of the case, or from both sides at the same time.

VISITING THE TENEMENT HOUSES. 

The committee of the Citizens’ Association 
who are looking into the tenement-bouses of the 
city went forth again yesterday under the guid- 
ance of an Inspector. They first visited the 
collection of shanties on West Lake street. 
between Desplaines and Union, owned by Hugh 
T. Dickey, which ought to be torn down. The 
ones in front, Nos. 142 and 142%, are very rickety 
affairs, and those in the rear are in the same 

yudidion. One stands in water. About eight 

milies live in these rookeries, and the rent 
charged is $10a month for two rooms. The struct- 
ures were found to be overcrowded. They are 
in such bad shape that it wouldu't pay to put 
them in order. At No. 169 North Union street, 
owned by a Mrs. Olson, there are three shanties 
on the lot, one behind the other. In one of four 
rooms four families exist, each paying $3 a 
month rent. Another was in such a borrible 
condition that Mr. Bauman had to run out, as 
the odor made him sick. Nos. 104, 106. and 108 
Chicago avenue Were full of Poles, four families 
witb eight children occupying one room in a 
basemept. The district on Fifth street, between 
Chicago avenue and Front street, was also vis- 
ited. Here. as at the other places, each lot bas 
trom three to five buildings on it, one back of 
the other, and ail are overcrowded. Tuts is un- 
doubtediy the most thickly populated section in 
the city. The committee got agreat deal of in- 
formation which they will embody in their ro-

Several of 
the young ladies who were tacowa out of em- 
ployment when Fiemming & Merriam were ex- 
posed and broken up were also On the witness 
stand, but were unable to explain the workings 
of the firm in detail, their work having been 
almost entirely in the line of copying letters and 
directing circulars.

A FATAL FALL. 

About 10 o’clock yesterday morning a fatal 
accident occurred at the Jackson street front of 
the Grand Pacific Hotel. A number of painters 
and carpenters are at work on the parlor floor 
renovating certain rooms. One of the painters, 


named Ludwig Hansen, while at work in one of 
the rooms, went out upon the window ledge to 
pull down the upper sash. The ledge was very 
treacherous, owing to the recent sieet-storm, 
and, slipping from the ledge, he fell backward, 
striking on the back of bis bead on the stone 
flag sidewalk beiow. He was rendered uncon- 
scious. bis skull being crushed by tne 
fall. Hansen lived a comparatively short 
time after the accident, when the remains were 
taken to his late residence, No. 61 Clearlie street, 
Goose Island. The deceased lost his wife a year 
or so ngo, and he leaves four young children, 
the eldest of Whom is but II years old, in gos 
circumstances. Hansen was 85 years old, a 
native of Norway, and bad been employed in 
the hotel between three and four years.

LAWRENCE, Mass., Feb. 24.—[{Special.]—The 
sudden collapse of the Augustinian Bavings 
Society, with liabilities of $540,000, falls like a 
thunderbolt on the community generally, but 
there are a few who have fearei such an out- 
come for years. Hundreds of people of moder- 
ate means, who, by industry and frugality, had 
laid by a little for a time of need, uud them- 
selves as badly offas in the beginumng— their 
savings gone in a mysterious manner. The 
matter has been kept quiet for several 
days, the managers hoping to arrive at 
a settlement and: save the notoriety which 
must follow the exposure, but the matter cul- 
minated yesterday by the attachment of the 
real estate of the society to secure Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Ryley in $6,000 and Dennis McKenna in 
$500. The actual debt of the society is in round 
numbers $540,000. Deducting mortgages to the 
amount ot $110,000, there remain due the de- 
positors $429,900. This disaster is not of recent 
cause. When the city was rst formed the Cath- 
plics began to deposit their savings with Mr. 
O’Donnell,a man woo to this day is spoken of with 
reverence by Catholics and Protestants alike. 
His death occurred in 1861, and a deficit of 8150. 
000 is said to have existed then. The interest 
paid has always been large, equal or exceeding 
6 per cent, and the deposits have not gener- 
ally been well invested. The result has been 
that a considerable portion of the deposits has 
been paid out in interest, but by far the great- 
est cause is found im tne fact that in 1572 the 
society, then having a debt ot $150,000, began a 
new church, adding to the debt $300,000, 
using the money of the depositors to meet this 
amount, with the exception of $54,000, which 
was raised by subscription. In addition to the 
burdens enumerated, there is another of larger 
magnitude. For twenty-Uuve years the society 
bas maintained parochial schools at an estimated 
expense of $175,000, including $40,000 expended 
in remodeling the old church for school-rooms. 
To add to their already staggering load, this so- 
ciety five or six years ano accepted charge of 
the St. Lawrence Church and the Church of 
the Immaculate Conception, which had then 

debts. The depositors and the pub- 
lic generally are entirely convinced that this re- 
sult nas come about through bad management 
and isin no sense the result of roguery. The 
clergymen now in charge make a full exhibit of 
the condition of the institution, and, while they 
admit the money of the depositors is gone, they 
claim that, by reducing expenses and strength- 
ening the revenues of the church, they can 
eventually pay off the debt in full, but the ques- 
tion of interest for some years to come must be 
beid in abeyance.

The Augustinian Society was christened in 
1870. and consisted then of Thomas Gaiberry, 
John P. Gilmore, Timothy Donovan, William 
Hartnett, Hector Plina, John Killey, and Hugh 
Rafferty, and their successors, and they were 
authorized to hoid property not to exceed $24),- 
0 for religious purposes. Some of the deposits 
are quite large, some being as bDigh as 55.000.

A Lively Day in the New York Stock 
Market. 

New Tonk. Feb. 24.— [Special.] — The stock 
market today promptly reflected the effect of 
yesterday's large reduction in the amount of 
outstanding short interest. The opening was 
quiet and tame, although the attendance was 
greater than it is usually at the commencement 
of business. First prices showed little or no 
change from yesterday's last figures. After 
that there were frequent fluctuations. The de- 
clines were slow and torpid, and the railies were 
quick and etiergetic, but the general course of 
prices was steadily toward a lower range of 
values. Omaha preferred stock was made fe- 
ticiously scarce for delivery, and one-eighth ot 
per cent per diem was demanded and obtained 
tor its use. Its prices further advanced to 108. 
and then declined to 106@106\4. There is little 
doubt but that it was the intention to repeat the 
tactics practiced a short time ago with Lake 
Shore stock and buy in Omaha preferred stock 
against today’s deiinquents, but either better 
counsels prevailed or the amount of stock 
which was delinquent was too insignificant to 
justify the proceedings from a speculative 
point. Wabash preferred stock in the late 
dealings developed special weukness, and de- 
clined from 47@47\ to 454% O45. 

The bank statement was witbout effect on 
the speculation. Its figures for the average of 
the cash reserves did not show so large a reduc- 
tion as generally was anticipated. The transac- 
tions in stocks aggregated only only 284,100. 
shares, and, although the ending was made with 
some recoveries in prices from the lowest, the 
market closed weuk. 

Government boods were dull. 

State bonds were negiected, and the sales in- 
cluded only Arkansas 7s to the Central Railroad 
at 1¥45, and Norte Carolina special taxes to 
Western railroads at 7. 

There were no tragsactions in city bank 
stocks. 

The Gould stocks utterly failed to respond to 
the effort to advance prices. Missouri l’acific 
dragged, and was among the Urst to decline. 
This was construed as indicating that Mr. Gould 
was not ready tor au advance, and the bears 
had points to the effect that sometbing in con- 
necuion with the lrou Mountain bonds was 
likely to exert a very untavorable influence 
upon Missouri Pacific bonds next week. Keene 
points were very bearishon Wabash. Operators 
not connected with Mr. Keenesbared his alleged 
views as far as Wabash was concerned, predict- 
ing lower prices for the preferred stock anda 
bad statement at the annual meeting. 
Officers of the company were reported 
as saying that the annual statement 
was being prepared, but was not 
enough to give official results. St. Paul was 
in conflicting reports in reward to tne condition 
of President Mitcheil. Dispatches received late 
yesterday afternoon said that Mr.

The effect 
reports was unfavorable, al- 
though there were orders in the mar- 
ket to take all the stock offered 
at par. Stocks continued dull and weak after 2 
o'clock, but without making much further de- 
cline. The lowest prices of the day were, bow- 
ever, Made in the latter part of the last hour of 
business. The weakest stocks were mainly the 
same that were the strongest in the early part 
of the forenoon—viz: Lackawanna, Jersey Con- 
tral, Reading, St. Paul, Wabash preferred, and 
Michigan Central. As compared with yester- 
day’s closing, prices were generally 4@1\% low-e 
er, the latter in Northwestern preferred. 

The meeting of all parties to the proposed 
settlement of the elevated-railroad fight takes 
place at the Windsor, Hotel tonight. There is 
no other proposed basis of settlement than that 
published in the evening papers yesterday. To- 
day there was an effort emavating from some of 
the attorneys@gin the case, for reasons of 
their own, to prolong it and defer the settle- 
ment. There is reason, however, to believe that 
if the settlement is not made upon the terms as 
specified yesterday there will be a cessation of 
all further negotiations; that the several ele- 
vated railroad companies will each take back its 
property, rescind all leases, and each tub stand 
on its own bottom.

PUTS AND CALLS. 


The Board of Trade Torn Up by 
“The Tribune's” Dis- 
closures. 


Many Members Who ‘et Their Faces 
Against Trading in Violation of 
the Law. 


President Hobbs’ Remarks Received with 
Distavor—He Does Not Represent 
the Board. 


The article in yesterday's TRIBUNE on Puts 
and Calls caused considerable excitement and 
discussion among member of the Board of 
Trade. The knowledge of the fact that a very 
large number of members, including some bigh 
officials of the board, are engaged in transac- 
tions in privileges,” or what is termed “ puts 
and calls,“ notwithstanding that the board bas 
specially outlawed this class of trading, and that 
the criminal code imposes a heavy penalty on 
those who engage in it, has come like a thunder- 
clap amoog many members of high character 
and reputation who look at all such illegal trad- 
ing with something akin to horror. It was gen- 
erally known or suspected that some few of the 
commission people occasionally filled orders for 
puts and cails in obedience to the wishes of their 
customers, but the knowledge of a whole- 
snle violation of tke law by firms of 
high standing was unkoown unt 
revealed in the columas of THe TRIBUNE. 
Several informal discussions were beld among 
the members of the board yesterday relative to 
the construction of a new rule which would at- 
tach a penalty to making contracts upon options 
to buy or sell at a tuture day. and as there isa 
» strong feeling among many of the members in 
favor of some discipline of the the kind, it is 
probable that some steps will be taken in the 
matter at ah early date. As the rules of the 
board are at present the Directors take no cog- 
nizance of this class of business, nor of any 
trudes arising therefrom, and in cases of com- 
plaint or dispute they exercise no jurisdichon, 
inasmuch as such trading is illegal or based on 
an illegal transaction. In addition to this there 
isa rule directly prohibiting such trading on the 


tloor of the exchange. 

A TRIBUNE reporter interviewed a number 
of the members of the board yesterday, 
and found a great difference of opinion 
existing regarding put and cali trades. Some 
gentiemen were exceedingly indignant and ag- 
grieved at the discovery that reputable mem- 
bers and officials had socow promised themselves 
and the board by illegitimate business, and 
roundly asserted that imprisonment was the 
proper punishment; others simply character- 
ized it as injudicious, and acknowledged that 
the temptation to doa littie in it in addition to 
their regular business was strong: while others 
again defended such trading on the ground that 
it had always existed, that it was a necessary 
and legitimate part of: trade when made be- 
tween private members for mutual convenience 
and protection, that many or most of the mem- 
bers of the bourd were engaged in it, and that 
the law bad been aliowed to become a dead let- 
ter. Very strong statements were made on 
both sides, but as a rule, those who made them 
stipulated that neither tbeir names nor state- 
ments abould be published. To some gentiemen 
the exposure, taken in conjuncuon with the 
Board of Trade’s prosecution of the bucket- 
shops, seemed particularly aggravating. Among 
those interviewed was

of the firm of W. T. Baker & Co., who said: 

“The statement that the most prominent 
com mission-mea and members of the board are 
operators in putsand calls is untrue. No re- 
spectable or reputabie ftirms do this ciass of 
trading.” 

Have you seen the report of the interview 
with President Hobbs and others in which trad- 
ug of this class is freely acknowledged?’ 

have, and I stili bold to what | said. I think 
it very strange for the President of the board to 
make such statements. Mr. Hobbs was speak 
ing for himself only; be could not speak in that 
way for the board, and the other members of the 
board are in no way responsibie tor any opinions 
he may express or transactions be may enguge 
in. I have been surprised indeed.” 

I presume your tirm does no business in puts 
and calls?’ 

Never, sir! We have nothing to do with 
transactions of the kind—never bad, and never 
will have. We bave on one or two occasions 
been offered it by country customers, and our 
refusal was of such a oature as to prevent them 
ever making a similar application. The board 
prohibits it—the State makes it a criminal 
offense. It is simply gambiing. Not only do the 
Directors and committees ef the board refuse to 
recognize it, but they also refuse to recognize 
any transactions which originated in privileges 
—transactions which may in themseives be per- 
fectly legal, but which were the resuit of a pur- 
chase or sale of a put or call.“ 

Do vou think Mr. Press, in sending this cir- 
culag over the country soliciting trades in puts 
and Calls, has thereby rendered himself excep- 
tionally liable to censure?’ 

“leannot see that he is any worse than the 
others. People should not doa business they 
are ashamed to advertise, and they have no ex- 
cuse for doing it. Press isin the same boat with 
the member of Congress, President, or any other, 
no matter whom, that engages in an illegal 
trade.“ 

MR. CYRUS H. ADAMS, 
of the firm of McCormick, Adams & Co., said: 

“I cannot find words strong enough to er- 
press my indignation at the disgraceful state of 
alfairs as revealed by THe TrRispuNs. I have 
scarcely patience to talk of it. It is huwiliat- 
ing to tind that respectable firms and members 
and officials of the board are engaged in such 
business, I look upon it as simply gambling, 
and as exactly ona par with the common bucket- 
shop business. There bas been a statute en- 
actedto crush it, and it is the duty of the 
State's- Attorney to take it up and prosecute the 
parties to the utmost limit of the law. It isa 
most pernicious traffic.and the fact that the 
Board of Trade through a large number of its 
memberg indirectly fusters it, instead of using 
all its ree to crush it out of existence, 
is an outrage on the community. It is a vicious 
trade, its whole tendency being to demoralize 
those who have anything to do with it. It is the 
most respectable portion of those who take part 
init who are mostto blame—the higher they 
stand the less excuse have they for breaking 
the law. All are guilty who encourage it, rec- 
ognize it, or take part in it—of course if repect- 
able members of the board should commit mur- 
der, it is no excuse for otners to commit murder 
also. I detest the traffic, lsee no apology tor 
those who are engaged in it, and | trust that this 
exposure will lead to its extinction. 1 have cer- 
tainly been very mucb surprised to learn that it 
has been carried on to such an extent, and that 
firms of such standing are engaged in it.“ 

“The Board of Trade directly prohibits it, I 
believe?” said the reporter. 

„Mes; the board aus specially ruled that con- 
tracts based on or arising from trades in priv- 
ileres will not be recognized by theDirectors,”’ 

I have looked over the Board ot Trade rules 
and cannot find anything bearing on the sub- 
ject,”’ said the reporter. 

It does not appear in the printed rules, but 

t has been the subject of a special resolution by 
the Board of Directors. Ihe Directors investi- 
gu tod and cousidered the matter, and the result 
was that they fornfulated a resolution which 
not only prohibited trading in privileges on the 
floor of the Exchange, but also bound them to 
refuse toenforce or in any way recognize any 
trades which had originated in a privilege trans- 
acuon. My opinion is that menbers who en- 
gage in the business should be liable to disci- 
pline by the bourd. The Board of Trade should 
use its utmost influence tocrush it by every 
possible means. As 1 said before, State's- 
Attorney Mills or the grand jury should 
take tne matter up, and dy earnest 
and persistent prosecution under the statute 
stamp out and break up the traffic effectuaily, 
once and for all. That is exactiy my feeling on 
the question.“

I con- 
sider ita 8 fact that the President is 
engaged in it; lam exceedingly sorry to know 
It is so. 1 don't say that no reputable house has 
anything to do with puts and calis—there is no 
necessity to go 80 far. What I do say is that, as 
a general rule, the most reputable houses don't 
touch that class of business. We have never 
done it, thougu we have lost valuable customers 
because of our refusal. Wecan doa satisfac- 
tory business without it, and we prefer to have 
nothing to do witn it, irrespective of the law. 
You can see that itis in the interests of those 
who are engaged initto represent that others 
are in it also. Consequentiy most ot them will 
assert that the principal men on the board are 
engaged in it more or less. Don't believe any- 
thing of the kind, for it is contrary to the fact. 
The amount of this illewal trade that is being 
done is certainly a revelation to most people.“ 

Can you form an approximate idea as to the 
number of members of the Board of Trade who 
transact business in puts and ealis.

MR. GEORGE M. HOW, 

of the firm of George M. How & Co., ex-Presi- 
deut of the Board of Trade, said: 

“It seems from your reporter's interview 
with Mr. Hobbs, as published today, that Mr. 
Hobbs states that it is the practice of the board, 
notwitbstanding the law, to recognize the trad- 
ing. Thatis altogether wrong. The law is em- 
phatic and clearly understood, and the Directors 
fairly interpret it, and always carry it out. 
When a case comes up and it is discovered that 
the transaction has originated ion a privilege’ it 
is instantly dismissed.” 

The passages in the interview between Mr. 
Hobbs and the reporter which Mr. How and some 
others drew attention to are as follows;

It is very strange.“ continued Mr. Row, to 
find the President of the board engaged in such 
a business. Mr. Hobbs, perhaps, did not intend 
to convey the idea that the boardjbad recognized 
the practice, but that’s the natural intepreta- 
tion of his words. The board never recognized 
it—never tolerated it. The members are very 
indignant to tind so many of their number 
engaged in it, and it is a most unfortunate thing 
that the President is one ot thuse who do so; 
what gives the matter a particularly bad ap- 
pearance is the fact that the board is engaged 
in an attempt to crush the bucket-shops—a 
most inconsistent proceeding under the circum- 
stances. Ihave never bad anything to do with 
puts e calls—the business bas deen 
ofered me, and we may have lost 
moncy in refusing it, but the law ies plain on the 
matter. Keputabie members of the board do 
not trade iy such business—as a general rule. I 
knew there were some do did a littie at it, but 
I had no idea there was such an astonishingly 
large amount of it done or that gentiemen of 
high standing were in it. Mr. Culver and Mr. 
Dunham, who are charged by some parties, ac- 
cording to THE TRIBUNE reports, with being en- 
gaged in illegal trading, are both ex-Presidents 
of the board, and Mr. Dunham is our member of 
Congress. Ihave been a member of the board 
for twenty-eight years, and | know that it bas 
never recognized this ciass of trading as legal. 
Regarding the rule that prohibits trad- 
ing after 2:30 p. m. 1 believe it to be 
unfair and iojurious to the regular trades that 
it is not more strictiy carried into effect. After 
the regular trading is fiuisbed and the call closed 
oo the Call Board, transactions go on for per- 
baps an hour before the drum is sounded for 
closing out, and then trades are carried on in 
the alleyways untl usually after 5 o'clock. 
Tuts makes it impossible for people to keep 
their correspondents properly posted as to clos- 
ing prices—tor instance, it iscommonto beara 
person ask, ‘Well, any change after the cail?’ 
anda repiy, "Oh, yes; wheat is down halt a 
cent. and soon. Thisis unfair and illegal, and 
should be stopped. At present the Board of 
Trade bas no discipline regarding contracts 
made on the Call Board, and no right of inter- 
ference, but when the Board of Trade moves 
into the new building the call will be under its 
control, and conducted by its rules and under 
its supervision. It is the desire of probably 
ninety-nine out of every 100 mem— 
bers that all trading should be under the 
coutrol of the board and conducted accurding to 
its rules. With some of these gentiemen who 
do the illegal trading the question seems to be 
looked at from the atandpoint of, Does it pay? 
They can make money by puts and calls by the 
increase of business it brings them, and they 
never tumk of the law.“ 

MR. NELSON, 
of Murry Nelson & Co., said: 

‘*I was exceedingly surprised to learn by the 
conversation on the board today that so many 
firms are engaged in this illegal trading. Most 
decidedly it is disreputadie. 1 don't believe the 
Hour interests or receivers bave anything to do 
with puts and calis, and they form the greater 
portion of tue members of the board; the thing 
is confined to speculators, scalpers, and some 
portion of the commission men. Mr. Hobbs’ 
statement that peopie are obliged to do it is all 
wrong—no one is obliged to dont. We have had 
offers of that kind of Dusiness On some occatious 
from the country. but of course we refused 
them. We uever bave had anything to do with 
it. The State law is plain and emphatic, and the 
ruling of the Directors of the Board of Trade is 
clear and decisive regarding the illegality of the 
trade. 1 don’t think there are as many engaged 
in it as has been reported, but it is‘startling to 
find there are so many, and I coincide with the 
opinion that the trathe is pernicious and should 
be crusbed.”’ 

The reporter thought it was about time to hear 
something on the other side—this iteration and 
reiteration was Lecoming somewhat monotonous 
-o he proceeded to visit the firm of 

CULVER & Co., 
and bad a brief conversation with Mr. Charles 
E. Culver of that firm. Mr. Culver, however, 
deciined to be interviewed, and the Visit was a 
little disuppointing. I bave nothing to say to 
you,“ said Mr. Culver, when the reporter stated 
his business. “except this, that THe TRIBUNE 
should be more careful about publishing ru- 
mors untilit is certain of the truth about them.“

said the reporter.

Mr. Culver became engaged in arranging the 
papers on his desk, and apparently did not hear 
the question.

Ihave nothing to say to you 
on the matter.“ 

The reporter went on to say that if the report 
did bim an injustice Tun Tripunge would 
willingly publish bis statement, and that the 
report was only a statement of fact as far as his 
firm was concerned, with no reference to rumors 
or hearsay reports. Mr. Culver, however, turned a 
deaf ear to the reporter’s remarks and retused 
to say anything more on the subject. 

MR. A. M. HENDERSON 
was next seen. and made a straight acknowl- 
edgment that he had been trading in puts and 
calls at the bour named, but said it was an ex- 
ceedingly rare thing for him to be so engaged; 
that he never solicited such business, and did as 
little of it as possible, and that little in secret; 
that uo reputabie tirms solicited it, though most 
All were obliged to doa little in it occasion- 
ally asa means of insurance and protection, 
and to oblige customers; and it was 
the professional scaipers only—those who bought 
puts and calls for the purpose of operating on 
them the following day—whe were liable to cen- 
sure. 
MR. PRESS 

also made a lengthened statement regarding his 
mode of conducting puts and cails, acknowledg- 
ing that Tue TRIBUNE report was accurate, but 
wishing it to be understood that his put and call 
business was for dates a long way ahead, rang- 
ing from two weeks to ten or twelve months.

A Tenement Horror in Providence, N. 
I.—Burning of a Catholic 
Church Near Quebec— 

Other Blazes. 


—— 


Provipence, R. IL. Feb. 24.—[Special.J—A se- 
rious fire occurred in a tenement bouse in this 
city Saturday afternoon. Three different boxes 
were pulled and failed to work properly. This 
delayed the firemen in getting to tne fire, and 
resulted disastrously. The house was a turee- 
story building, occupied by Irish and Portuguese 
families. In the third story were three children 
of William Handley. Two of the little ones 
were rescued by the firemen and policemen, but 
the smoke drove them back from the cradle in 
which lay the youngest, Frank, 5 months old, 
and the babe was burned to death. 
The scene became very exciting, as 
a Mrs. Silva and her five children appeared at a 
window in the upper story. The stairway bad 
been burned and all means of escape had been 
cutoff. Acitizen named Authouy got upon a 
coping at the base of the windows of the second 
story, and as the people dropped caught them in 
his arms and passed them all to the ground in 
safety. That there was not a great loss of life 
in this thickly-crowded tenement bouse was 
simply miraculous. Mrs. Handiey is nearly in- 
sane about the awful fate of her child. 

TOTAL DESTRUCTION OF A CHURCH. 

Riven pu Loup, Que., Feb. .24.—([Special.]— 
The Roman Catholic Church took fire sbortly 
after midday, and burned itself quickly out. No 
eudeavors Whatever were made to save the 
church or chapel. The chapel was situated at 
the rear of the church, and did not take fire for 
some time after the church had been burning. 
With any kind of ordinary fire appliances the 
main potaon of the church could have been 
saved and the chapei could have been saved in- 
tact. The fire is supposed to bave been caused 
by an overbeated stove. Fortunately there was 
no wind at the time. Had there been a high 
wind two-thirds of the town would have been 
leftin ashes. The church was the finest of its 
kind in Lower Canada, and was valued at 
51,000.

TOWN OF LAKE GAS-WORKS. 

The Gas- Works of the Town of Lake, situated 
on Tracey avenue, just east of the Fort Wayne 
Railroad track, were burned last night. About 
10:45 p. m., while Superintendent Bannister 
and Messrs. Higgins and Rogers were in 
the building, the former discovered that the 
Doller-room was all on fire. This room was in 
an annex, Wx40 feet, just west of the main 
buliding. As the wind was blowing from the 
west, the flames were speedily carried over to 
the main building, a two-story brick 60 by . 
which was soon consumed, together with a ma- 
chinery shed & by , adjacent. There 
were several engines on hand in time 
to have saved the main building, provided 
there bad been a supply ot water 
available. The loss is between $30,000 and 840. 
000. The works were lusured. but neither the 
companies nor the amount could be ascertained. 

At the time of the discovery of the tire Mr. 
Bannister and Eogineer Kogers attempted to 
extinguisb the flames, but several explosions oc- 
curring in rapid succession drove them out of 
the building. Both were severely burned about 
the bands, face, and arms. Upon abandoning 
the endeavors to put out the fire the safety 
of the books was looked after, and at con- 
siderable personal risk they were saved. The 
gas manufactured by the company is prepared 
from gusollue, and at the time of the fire there 
was a large quantity of this inflammabie 
fluid in the tank, generators, and 
storehouse, Its presence made the 
work of the firemen extremely dan- 
gerous, and it is almost a miracie that there 
were none of the firemen Injured by the fre- 
quent explosions of barrels of oil. 

The tlames burned with great heat, and a vast 
volume of fame illuminated the entire southern 
sky, the reflection being so bright as to cause 
arumor that the packing-houses were oy tre. 
No alarm was sounded for the fire outside of 
the Town of Lake, but Engine Company No. 29 
ran to it un a still.“ At half past 2 o'clock 
this morning the destruction ot the 
works was complete, and several car- 
loads of coke were burning with intense heat. 
Engines remained on the ground all night. The 
establishment is owned by a syndicate of in- 
surance men, and has bad several narrow es- 
capes from destruction by fire. 


THE SPEAKER'S EYE. 


How it Directs Legislation and Sup- 
presses Troublesome Patriots—A Re- 
former Who Falled to Catch It. 
Wasntnoton, D. C., Feb. 5.—[Correspondence 

of Justice.]—On the night of Dec. 7. 188, your 

correspondent, with some others, were talking 
to a member of the House, who is one of the 

“railroad members.” He was telling the writer 

that the fight against the railroads would not 

win. Totbis the writer demurred. The mem- 
ber then said we could not get action because 

the Committee of Judiciary would not make a 

report. The writer replied that if the commit- 

tee did not report, then he shouid publish facts 
that v uld compel an investigation of how these 
grants were procured, and then get up 

an investigation; and, if they did, 

that such a nest of corruption 

could ana would be shown that he did not be- 
lieve that even a member of Congress would 
dare vote against the people. Tne member re- 
plied that I could not do this, for if any man 
was to offer to introduce any such a resolution 
the Speaker wonld not recognize him. This was 

said Dec. 7. 1882. 

On Jan. 5, 1883, the New York Sun, under the 
head of “The Backbone Grant.“ published a 
very brief history of how a railroad was trying 
to steal more land in Louisiana than there is in 
the State of Khode Island. Every word in that 
article is known by the writer to be true.

There is a twelve-Story building at Madison 
avenue and Fifty-third street. Ihave nat seen 
it, but am told that the exterior is somewhat 
ornate, and that the decoration of the interior 
will be “artistic and elaborate. I bear of 
another twelve-story pile of Hats 
over on the Westz Side. A wealthy capital- 
ist, whom [ am not permitted to identify, has 
applied to an architect for plans for a tourteen- 
story building, which be will erectnext summer.

FRESH AIR BY THE BARREL. 

I hear of a curious sanitary experiment about 
to be made in the building line. A company 
has been organized for the purpose of feeding 
sick people on compressed air. If the project 
is carried out, a great sanitarium will be put up 
here capable of entértaining a thousand pa- 
tients and guests; the rooms will be made air- 
tight, and every room will be connected by 
pipes with a reservoir of compressed air out in 
the bay. Now, the question is, how much uszone 
the patient needs or can stand, By turning a 
stopcock compressed air can be let on as it is 
required. By letting it run five minutes the 
invalid can breathe three atmospheres, and fill 
the room and himself with oxygen. Great re- 
suits are anticipated by the projectors. The 
process introduced by Mr. D. C. Haskin for 
tunneling the Hudson River at this point bas 
revealed the fact that men and animals con- 
fined for days, weeks, and months within the 
compressed-air chamber have thrived on it and 
become strong. A moderate pressure proves a 
tonic at once stimulating and healing. Hence 
it is argued that air at various pressures, the 
amount to be reguiated by physicians, must 
prove effi¢acious as a remedy for a good many 
diseases connected with the breathing appara- 
tus. Ido not vouch for the result; I but tell 
you what others are talking of. 

MRS. VANDERBILT’S BALL.

THE ARION FOLLY. 

At least $150,000 were spent at the annual 
grand fandango of the Arion’s last night in 
Madison Square Garden. It was a sort of tran- 
sient and in-doors mardi gras—all its splendor 
of color and biare of noise, all its wine, all its 
art, its flowers, its recklesness. its frivolity, its 
painted spangles, its headaches in the morning. 
The garden wasa suffocating oven from which 
every few minutes a collapsed and half-baked 
woman was carried out into the air. Some so- 
ciety ladies went—highly respectable ladies— 
and cowered under maéks in the boxes, clinging 
to husbands or brothers; but the ladies on the 
floor were generally a damaged articie. For the 
last fortnight advertisements by centiemen 
have appeared in the personal column of the 
Heraid’soliciting the company of ladies to at- 
tend this ball—no references exchanged. The 
occasion was all that might have been antici- 
pated after such introductions. The affair be- 
gan with an exhibition of that frozen fun the 
Germans delight in—a caricaturai procession 
enlivened with ebsurdities and derisions in paint 
and pasteboard. After midnight pandemonium 
reigned. The wine-room was dim with tobacco- 
smoke, and fierce with the yells and laughter 
of intoxication. Not less than 350,000 
worth of liquor was sold there in 
one night. Im front of the bar was 
a wild and never-ending orgie of Bacchanais, in 
which both sexes indiscriminately mingled. In- 
deed, the costumes were often so grotesque that 
it was impossible to guess at the sex of the 
wearer, even after listening attentively to the 
freuzied bowl of joy uttered every minute or 
two. Such license of language and of conduct 
has rarely been witnessed at a ball of auy kind 
in this city, and stories are told this morning 
which I canpot venture to putin print. It is 
over. I don't believe itis worth what it cost.

Some Talk About Him by One Who 
Knew Him Well. 


1 Han Who Lived for His Art—His Studio and Its 
Equipments. 


Some incidents in His Career—His Latest 
Works“ The Vale of Rest.” 


Niox, Jan. 29.—(Special Correspondenoe. ] In 
the midst of the brillianey and the gayety of a 
pleasant visit to Nice I heard the tidings af the 
death of Gustave Doré. The paper that I held 
trembied in my hand, and its lines blurred with 
a mist of sudden tears. Dort dead—in the prime 
of life and in the full vigor of bis talent the 
bright, genial, boyish artist, who reveied in the 
exercise of his own great powers, as an athlete 
does in putting forth his surpassing strength! 
He was one of the earliest, as be was also 
amongst the kindest, of my artist friends in 
Paris. I never visited his studio without gain- 
ing ready admittance, and he always put aside 
bis brush or bis modeling tool to greet me witha 
Smile, I never saw his studio on the Rue St. 
Dominique—the one I was aceustomed to visit 
being the huge apartment on the ground floor 
of the Rue Bayard, where be painted the gi- 
gautio pictures that he sent to the Salon, and 
which were afterwards forwarded to adorn the 
walls of the Doré Gallery in London. It is now 
nearly nine years since I was first presented 
to him, and many and lively have been the chats 
I have enjoyed with him wien I dropped in to 
see his latest picture or-his newest idea for a 
statue. 

His STUDIO 
was like his talent—it was vast and grandiose, 
and adorned only with his own gigantic concep- 
tions, It was originally a riding-school, I be- 
lieve, and was lighted from above. Apart from 
the pictures that covered the walls, it was bare 
even to a severe plainness. A platform on which 
the artist stood while at work, and which could 
be raised and lowered at will; a large table in 


the centre of the room, laden with brushes of 


all dimensions, from the huge, overgrown mush- 
room of hair down to the most delicate of camel's- 
hair pencils: a smaller table at one side, strewn 
with visiiing-cards, scraps of drawings, writing 
materials, etc., and two or three chairs com- 
pleted the furniture. No picturesque litter of 
tapestries, old china, weapons, and antique 
stuffs strewed the room. The vast canvases 
that clothed the walls, and the original 
groups in clay of his well-known 
sculptures—such asthe Parca and Love, Glory 
Smothering Genius with Paims, Maternal Love, 
the Madonna and Child, etc.—alove caught the 
eye and enchained the attention. Sometimes a 
cage containing a palr of handsome owls—the 
originals of those he introduced so often into 
his fairy scenes—occupied a piace on the central 
tabie. 

Doré himself always seemed busy, and bright, 
and cheerful. 

“I LIVE FOR MY ART,” 

he once said to me; and, truly, I think that bis 
art was the one master-passion of his life. He 
threw himself into it with redoubled energy 
after he lost his mother. That biow,!1 think, 
almost killed him. It so happened that, calling 
with an American friend at his studio some two 
years ago, we were told that M. Doré was not 
at home, but as an old acquaintance, I was ad- 
mitted at onve with my companion to see the 
pictures. In a few minutes, however, Doré eu- 
tered, looking wofully depressed, and with his 
voice so sunk away that 1 thought he bad been 
ill. He tried to ao the honors of his 
studio in his usual pleasant, attractive 
way; but, After groping blindly for 
a portfolio that con tained something 
that he wished to show us, he turned away with 
a gesture of despair, saying, I do not know 
what I am doing this -morning: my poor 
mother died last niht.“ Inexpressibly shocked 
at having intrnded on him at such a moment— 
for we had not even beard that Mme. Doré was 
iil—we instantly, with many apologies, took our 
leave. 

He was engaged in early life to a young 
Spanish lady, to whom he was ardently at- 
tached; but she broke off the eu gagement be- 
cause she could not prevail on the young Bo- 
hemian to cut his hair. and to wear kid gloves, 
and in other ways to conform to the rules of so- 
ciety. She married afterwards a gentleman 
more versed in such matters, and was, I am 
told, intensely unhappy in ber wedded tife. The 
genius of Sarah Bernhardt cast a passing gleam 
upon the artist’s existence, but, as a rule, his 
life was singularly free from feminine infiu- 
ences. He lived 

AN HONEST, CTILASTE, BUSY LIFE— 
happy in his home so long as his mother shared 
it, and making his studio bis home after he lost 
her. He had planned the erection of a vast 
studio on the lot which he had purchased on the 
borders of the Parc Monceau. Not a hotel as 
the papers state,” he said to me, laughingly, 
almost the last time we talked together. I care 
neither for palaces nor bonbon-boxes. All 1 
want is a studio and a bedroom above it. I never 
go out into society and | never entertain. I live 
for my art; so I do not care for splendid rooms. 
But I shall be glad to have a home where I can 
look out upon the trees, and the turf, and the 
sky, whenl get tired of work.“ Ah me! he 
looks now over fairer flowers than those of the 
Pare Monceau and ona brighter heaven than 
that which shines above Paris. 

“Mine eyes cloud up for rain” as I write. 
Never again, O my kindly artist-friend, shall I 
open the door of the great studio to call you 
from your work, to talk with you about your 
plans and aspirations, to watch the changing 
expression on the bright, boyish-looking face 
whose coloring was so fresh and youthful, and 
whose broad brow, from which the long hair 
was carelesly tossed back, bore not a furrow to 
tel of the half-century that bad passed over it. 

Doré delighted in asking me questions about 
the United States—cherishing, as be evidently 
did, a vague project of making a journey thither 
some day. 

THE LAST TIME THAT I SAW HIM 

was just before I left Paris for Nice. I accom- 
panied my beautiful countrywoman, Mrs. Pot- 
ter Palmer, of your city, to view his studio and 
to see bis latest works. We had an 
extremely pleasant visit; and, as we 
took our departure, Doré remarked that be 
would send me word when his aquarelles were 
ready to send to the Water-Color Exhibition, so 
that I might come to sce them before they were 
taken away. “Au revoir, madame,“ he called 
out gayly, as I opened the door to depart. Alas, 
it should have been Adieu! 

His last work as an illustrator was a series of 
designs to illustrate The Raven,“ by Edgar A. 
Poe; which work was purchased by the Harpers, 
of New York, and will shortly be issued in book- 
form. Just finished, too, and sent to the found- 
er, was his figure of D’Artagnan, the hero of 
* The Three Mousquetaires,”’ for the monument 
to Alexandre Dumas pére. Another of his iater 
works was the stauet of a laughing nymph, 
Cupid hove?inzgin the air above ber shoulder, 
while the merry damsel strives to chase him 
away with a branch of roses. Curiously enough. 
his latest completed picture was a colossal 
painting which he called 

“THE VALE OF REST ”— 

an filustration ot the text beginning, “Come 
unto Me. ali ye that labor and are heavy-laden,”’ 
and showiug all the sorrowing of the world di- 
recting their steps in a long procession towards 
Our Savior, whose figure, illuminated by a 
single strong ray of light, was prominent in the 
backeround; the torms of human wo were 
there—the monarch lifting his crown from his 
weary brow; the poet hiding the wound in his 
beart beneath a iaurel-branch; the mother 
clasping to ber heart her dead daughter; a little 
child holding out its bands to Christ as it knelt 
beside its dead mother; the story of human 
suffering was told in every varied phase. Has 
he found the Vaie of Rest he dreamed of, the 
dead artist who so adored his work? I cannot 
fancy Doré as happy in a world where the pen- 
ciland the modeling tool bave no existence. 
Perhaps in a diviner spbere the artist may work 
out bis grand conceptions; but we, who loved 
him ahd rejoiced in his talent—we shall sce his 
works no more, neither shall we ever again look 
upon his living fece. Lucy K. Hooper.

Latest New Kork and Paris Miodes for 
the Ladies, 

[New York Post.] — Honeysuckle-yellow is the 
latest tint of that color. 

Pelerines and shoulder-capés are in greater 
favor than ever. 

Redingotes and polonaises iu a score of forms 
are highly popular. 

Elaborately- braided jerseys vill be very much 
worn with skirts of tweed or cReviot. The new- 
est patterns in braidwork mbte rich passe- 
mensenies, being wrought in elaborate de- 
sig us. 

Among new shades of color are Cordova leath- 
er, Russia leather, deerskin, Oak, antique biue 
(which isa delicate biue tinge with very pale 
green), a peculiar pink called “heart of the tea- 
rose,” a dark biuisb-eray called orage, and mal- 
atesta, a warm rvsset-brown, 

The newest Pekins have three narrow stripes 
of satin, alternating with a wide stripe of Otto- 
man sik. Handsome skirts are made of this 
material, and they require no trimming unless 
it bea double ruche of raveled silk, givi a 
lignt and feathery effect to the edge of the akirt, 
this being particularly effective and appropriate 
when the Pekins are in light evening-tints. 

Transparent French mull is much used for 
handkerchiefs, decorated With tied work, and 
simply edged witha slightly- gathered rule of 
Oriental iace. In one corner is a finely-embroi- 
dered wreath of white-silk roses, and in the cen- 
tre of this wreath is the initial, which must be 
worked very small, as large kerchief mono- 
grams or initials are out of fashion, and now 
only considered appropriate for marking bed 
and table linen. 


Genoa velveteen in dark ruby, deep wood- 


groen, or seal-brown, makes very sefviceabie } 


and stylisn spring suits for children—the most 
effective costumes bemg those having kilted 
skirts, with panels lined and piped with gay 
plaided surah. ‘The tiny dabet coat opens over 
an inner waistcoat of the surab, and the outside 
jacket is trimmed with very arrow bands of 
fur, with Giengarry cap to matoh. These suits 
can be comfortably worn until June. 

Roman- pear! beads have never becn more 
fashionable than at present. The newest strings 
show delicate and beautiful tiuts of palest pink, 
shading co a most delicate mauve, which is only 
seen upon the edges of a sea-anemone. Other 
beads show a combination of thesoftest tints of 
rose, gold, pearl, and palest sda-green. Neck- 
laces of Florentine and Cloigonne beads are 
Also much worn. Some of these are incrusted 
with tiny stars and dots, which sparkle like 
gems in the gasligut. 

The fashionable shade of piak for evening - 
wear is topaz, which has a delidate golden shade 
through it, and is very becom both to dark 
and fair complexions. A very beautiful even- 
ing-dress lately made of this hue was of ‘satin, 
with small pompous of raised velvet, shading 
from cream to pale brown; the bodice, panels, 
and dewi-train were of the material. Thetabiier 
was made witb a series of small frilis of the 
palest biue crepe, delicately i broidered in sil- 
ver pompons. These frills were repeated halt 
way up tne skirt between train and the 
panels, This costume wouid equally well 
with the colors reversed. e 


Fashion has another new e¢aprice, and this 
time a very pretty one, whieh is an opera 
cape made of ostrich-feathers tu wear over a 
bodice cut out in the neck. The cape entirely 
covers the shoulders and throat, and is most be- 
coming. One worn at a concert the other even- 
ing by a lady who is known for ber taste in 
dress was made of white ostricb-feathers shad- 
ing toward the bottom into pale sea-green. The 
great point is to have the fan ¢orrespond—as it 
did in this case—the sticks being of ivory, and 
the fun of white ostrich-feathers. Another set 
was of pure white fcathers, and in the centre of 
the oval fan was a small cluster of pond lilies. 

Belts, to which are attached dainty bags of 
velvet, plush, or satin, vinaigrets, and chains, 
or chatelaine watches, will be much worn with 
spring-costumes, especially after outside wraps 
are dispensed with. Some of the newest vinai- 
grets and tiny bags for holding chauge are of 
gold or silver, set with balf-precious gems and 
exquisitly carved. Others are of fine Russia 
leather or cream-tinted kid, delicately hand- 
painted and mounted with e 
range in price from $8 to 
amount of gold used and the and quality of 
the bag itself. The most expensive vinaigre 
are of fine hammered gold, set with real gems. 
These ure shaped like the Greek amphore, and 
are attached to the beit by link-chains of fine 
gold. 

The edges of handsome house-basques, which 
are crenélated—that is, cut out in squares 
around the bottom—or shaped into Vandykes, 
are now very often trimmed with a single row of 
medium-sized beads the color of the basque 
material, instead of being flnished with a silk 
cording ora piping of satin or velvet. Jet beads 
are of course urst choice, but those of bronze, 
pearl, gilt, olive, ruby, deep green, and silver— 
indeed, of almost every dye or color—can now 
be obtained, and are used for the above pur- 
pose. This trimming also borders the edges of 
the cuffs and collar. White pear! beads of a 
good size are very much used to finish the crene- 
lated edges of bridal corsages, the standing 
fraisG and edges of the bait-iong slee ves being 
trimmed to correspond. 

Tne Latouche braiding, which bas been so ex- 
tensively used upon winter-costumes, will re- 
main a favorit trimming for spring-suits. Many 
of the new cloth dresses from Paris are plainiy 
made, but elaborately embroidered. The tailor- 
made jackets and Newmarket coats which ac- 
company these costumes are finished in band- 
some braid-work in arabesque designs. In a 
few instances the three scantily-shirred 
ruffies are nearly covered with braid-em - 
broidery. This style of decoration is, 
however, not half so tasteful or stylish-iooking 
as when tbe braid-work in specially designed 
patterns quite covers the two wide panels set on 
each side of a kilted frout breadth. The drapery 
in the back on the last-mentioned skirt is wholly 
untrimmed, but the wide pockets on the jacket, 
the cuffs, revers, and collar are cach covered 
with braid-work in a design particuiarly formed 
for each separate portign. 

Striped and fine plaided flannels in mixed 
sbades of color, or in two distinct ebades of one 
color, like pale cinnamon-brown and seal, or 
light blue with deep royal blue, sage-green with 
Olive, and the like, will in a great measure take 
the place this spring of the plain navy-biue, deep 
green, and garnet flannels which have so loug 
constituted the material for a dress to be used 
for general wear. A very effective French 
model. made of plaided flannel in beather- 
mixtures, shows au underskirt laid in wide box- 
pleats, with the hem turned up on the right side 
to the depth of four inches, and headed with a 
piping of cardinal exactly the shade of one of 
the dashes of color in the plaid. The hem is 
pressed to lie very flat. The drapings of the 
tunic are strikingly graceful, and above this 
tunic is a jaunty little Moorish jacket- bodice, 
fustened with gold buttons in old medal designs. 
En suite witb this is a pretty little French toque, 
made, it woula appear, Dy taking a narrow bias 
length of the dress-material, and, by a simple 
twist of the wrist.“ covering the foundation of 
the jaunty cap with a number of artistically- 
arranged folds of the goods, these folds curving 
all to the left side of the toque, where they are 
beld by a handsome buckle of cut steel.

The “Lost Pieiad,” by Randolph 
Rogers. 

The principal object of interest at the Art In- 
stitute at present ig a very beautiful piece of 
sculpture just received from Rome, and the 
proverty of a lady in this clty, who purchased 
it during a recent foreign tour, and who gener- 
ously permits it to occupy a place in the large 
gallery in the institute fora month or more in 
company with the Sheridan tapestries, which 
Still bang upon the walls. It is an ideal figure, 
called “ The Lost Pieiad,” and is probably the 
very latest Work from the hands of that emi- 
neat sculptor, Randolph Rogers.

Mr. William Cogewell.an artist well known 
bere in the early days of the Academy of De- 
sign, is vow stopping at the Grand Pacific, where 
be bas taken a studio, and will devote bimseit to 
portrait painting. Mr. Cogswell comes here from 
his home in Los Angeles, where the Sierra Madre 
Villa, of Wien he is proprietor, has undoubted- 
ly proven a bospitable nome to many of our cit- 
izeus in search of health anda lovely climate. 
Mr. Cogswell's claims as an artist lie principally 
in bis ability to obtain a correct likeness from 
life sittings. He will remain here for some time. 

Mr. Piatt sent this week to the New York ex- 
hibition his picture called“ Repose,” showing a 
model at rest upon a couch contemplating the 
picture for which she has just been posing. The 
drapings and accessories of the studio are intro- 
duced with good effect, and the work is kept in 
excelieat harmony of colof. Mr. Platt's work 
excels in trathtulmess of detail, butif possible 
he should introduce at least as much freshness 
and feeling iuto a human being as de would 
consider necessary for un orange, an apple, au 
Etruscan vase, or a bronze pitcher; in other 
words, bis figure looked a trifle dry and hard. 


The new pictures at the Art Institute are a 
large marine by Tuomas Moran and a painting 
entitied “Evangeline,” by Miss Elizabeth 
Gardner, of Parts. This lady is a pupil of 
Bouguereau, and she bas produced some very 
fine pictures. Her ** Daphnis and Chloe.“ ex- 
hibited at the last Paris Salcu. and now bung in 
Knoedier’s gallery in New York, is a beautiful 
composition treated in a masterly way that tbis 
„ Evaugellne gives no mut of. It is not a 
pretty picture, and there is very little in the 
work to admire. 

At O'Brien's the only new pictures are two ex- 
cellent study beads in oii by L. O. Kurtz, evi- 
dently of the Munich school, and a portrait of a 
lady by Mr. Arthur Pickering. The Study of 
an Old Man,” by Mr. Kurtz, is an admirabie 
piecé of work, expressing in a broad and vigor- 
ous way the age and feebleness of an old man 
in a three-cornered hat and broad white necker- 
chief, who leans with trembli bands upon a 

ant Giri,” is 
also good. Mr. Pickering has produced a very 
pretty picture of a brigùt-taced lady iu a biue 
velvet dress, wearing a hat of the same color.

At Thayer & Chandler's is a portrait of

At the 
same piace is a fruit piece by Miss L. C. Atkin- 
son. It is a good study, but this artist, who is 
improving rapidly, can do better. The orange 
is 1 Irr- are rather dry. and the 
drapery is too expansive. A placque in china- 
painting by Prof. Jahn is exquisitly tinished, 
and, although,the fuces of the two lovers pluck- 
ing flowers in a bower of delicate greens are not 
exactly in accordance with American ideals of 
beauty, they are at least so carefully done that 
they show a Weaning and purpose. which is 
much more than can be said of most china- 
painting. 

One of our Chicago artists wbo exhibited two 
pictures at Milwaukee last week fen into the 
hands of the marine reporter ot the Sentinel, 
who says Of one of the pictures: It represents 
a vessel in a gale tearing along at a tremendous 
rate.

CHICAGO, Feb. 21— [To the Editor.}—By insert- 

ing the following in next Sunday's issue you 
will greatly oblige a number of suffering people. 
The attention of the Health Officers has been 
frequently called to the frightful condition of 
the building known as Lind’s Block, situated on 
the northwest corner of Market and Randolph 
streets, and thougban examination was gener- 
ally made, the evil was hever removed for more 
than a day, and at present it is in the most filthy 
condition imagiaable. The closets, of which 
there is only one on each floor and used by 
hundreds of people. are out of gear, and require 
immediate attention. This is also oneof the 
buildings which was condemned as unsafe, as 
not having the necessary means of escape in 
case of fire. The writer would aiso like to call 
attention to the fact that the building is ina 
very dangerous condition, and the hundreds of 

r laborers who are obliged to work in it may 

crushed to death at anytime. The building 
is old and poorly built, and many parts are rot- 
ting, and the day is not far distant when 
the whole must come down with a crusb, 
unless — looked, after. As a proof 
tor this statement, I have sichply to cite the fact 
that the same has alreaay commenced by the 
falling in of the stone sidewalk and part of the 
stone steps on Kandolph street. Io this building 
are a brass foundry, calcium-ligbt manufactory, 
giass-grinding munufactory, die-sinking and 
nickel-plating works, large printing offices, and 
several other establishments. Most of them 
employ heavy machinery, and at times the 
Whole building shakes perceptibly. These state- 
ments are no exaggerations, and the writer 
hopes to accomplish more good by making this 
public through Tag TyipuNe than bas been 
done by notifying city officers. We feel con- 
vinced that had Dr. De Wolf known of the con- 
dition of this building or made a personal exam- 
ination of the evil, so far as the filth is concerned, 
it would long ere this have been remedied. 
We are ignorant as to whose duty it isto invest- 
gate the dangerous state of the building, but 
hope this article will bave the effect of having 
these parties make an early examination. We 
might also add that this block belongs to East- 
ern capitalists, who, most naturally, care only to 
make it a good investment, and care little or 
notbing for the many lives which are in coastant 
danger ifn it.

HOW TO LOSE IRELAND. 


A Plain Talk of an Englishman. 

[Pall Malt Gazette, Feb. 7. It is easy to under- 
stand the satisfaction with which even the least 
bopeful about our prospects in Ireiand saw the 
modest pageant that enlivened the dreary pre- 
cincts of Dublin Castle on Tuesday afternoon. 
A less cheerful spot could hardly have been 
found within the realm than this has been for 
many long months. “The only signs of life to 
be seen within it,” says a correspondent, were 
the sentinels on duty in tne portico in front, 


dashing in or out now and then with some 
official, followed by the inevitable outside car 
carrying his protection party on the lockout for 
assasins. At night it looked still more grim and 
gioomy in the dim light of a few miserable 
lamps which only revealed the darkness, while 
not a glimmer was to be seen in the windows of 
a single building iu the quadrangular inelo- 
sure.“ On Tuesday all was changed, and plumes, 
laces, uniforms, equipages trausfermed the 
scene. A man must be of a very churlish humor 
who grudges these few hours of cheerfulness 
and illusion to tne half-dozen men on whose 
shoulders rests the sternest and most thankiess 
burden to be found in the length and breadth of 
the Empire. But bebind all the horsemen site 
Biack Care, and it haunts politicians in Great 
Britain at least as steadily as officials in Ireland. 
That the Mallow election should have made a 
profound impression on this side of tne water is 
not surprising, for it shows that we are within a 
very measurable distance of that Paruellite 
majority of which we bave all long been think 
ing, and which now threatens soon to become a 
reality.

A New Play from the Pen of the 
Author of “Pendragon.”

Some of the Ideas of the Late Charles Math- 
ews Revived and Improved Upon. 


A Mall Week at the City Theatres—What Is Going 
on in the Green-Rooms. 


William Young’s New Piay- 

For sdme time past rumors, more or less 
Vague, have been going the round of the press 
as to a new play by Mr. William Young, of 
“ Pendragon” fame, which Mr. Charles Wynd- 
bam bas under consideration for production 
next season, and considerable curiosity having 
been manifested as to the nature of the piece, 
the follow ina brief sketch of the plot and cbar- 
neterg may prove of interest: The play isa 
four-act.comedy; time, the present; scene, an 
English country bouse, Wyncot Lodge; and 
title, “The Rajab,” which is the nickname given 
to the hero, Harold Wyncot, a young Euzlisn 
efficerin the Indian army, on account of his 
general coolness, indolence, autucratic manners, 
and love of ease and luxury. The char- 
acters are ten in all, every one dis- 
tinctly drawn and with marked indi- 
viduality, though necessarily with a 
light hard, as befits genteel comedy. The plot 
“bas the merit of extreme simplicity, and is 
worked out witha fine eye to effective situa- 
tions and acrisp brevity of dialog that makes 
every word teil and aids materially in the hap- 
py development of the story. When the cur- 
tain rises Squire Wyncot bas been dead for 
some weeks, leaving one-half his property to 
his youthful nephew, the Rajah, and the other 
moiety to his adopted duughter, Gladys Wynoot, 
under the charge and guardianship of the 
Rajab. The young lady, incited by her bosom 
friend, Emilia, daughter of the family attorney, 
Joseph Jekyll. resented being made ward to a 
stranger of whose indolent, autocratic ways, and 
general gallantries in India she bas beard 
unfavorable reports. So the two young 
ladies make up their mind, in advance 
of his arrival, to throw every ob- 
stacile in the Rajah’s way. Further to 
increase that young gentleman's difficulties, the 
factory hands on the Wyncot estate are on the 
eve of astrike, to which they have been roused 
by the niggardly management of Attorney 
Jekyil and the rude eloquence of a burly brute 
named. Cragin, who wishes to be made their 
foreman. Such is the state of affairs when the 
Rajah leisurely drops in upon Wyucot Lodge, to 
find Jekyll, with his faithful shadow Job and his 
clerk, Richard Jocelyn, Emilia’s “ young man,” 
waiting to present bim with an address of wel- 
come and give him elaborate instructions as to 
the conduct of the estate and the best way in 
which to manage thestrikers. The Rajah quiet- 
ly ignores the address, postponing it to some in- 
definit future when be will have recovered from 
bis fatigue, and, after listening patiently to 
Jekyii’s advice not to increase the workmen's 
wages, but to make Cragin foreman, be 
quietly bids him to do exactly the re- 
verse—diseharge Cragin and raise the 
pay. He then turns bis attention to his ward, 
who, however, much incited thereto by Emilia, 
professes her dislike to him and ber wish to es- 
cape from what she is pleased to call his tyranny. 
He treats her quietly and with assumed indiffer- 
ence, as he does every one else, at the same 
time that he contrives to impress her much 
against her will with a respect for his quiet dig- 
nity, coolness, and conscious power, which 
slowly deepens into a warmer feeling. Mean- 
while Emilia, stung into aggressive activity by 
his persistent refusal to be dragged into con- 
versation, persuades her lover, Richard, to

Aud so, ashe conquers Jekyll, who finds him- 
self, he can hardly tell how, self-dismissed and 
Richard employed in his stead, the Rajah de- 
feats the schemes of Cragin and crushes 
the conspiracy ere it has well started. 
The scene in which he exposes Cragin 
and shows him to be an escaped con- 
viet is very effective, forcibly recalling a simi-

The characters of the Rajah 
and Gladys are drawn with exceeding nicety and 
care, and though the former has been familiar 
to thousands by some of the best-known and 
most popular of Mr. Mathews’ charming por- 
traitures, it is sure to prove effective on the 
ftage, besides ing a dignity and serious- 
ness which are lacking in the gentie, manly 
heroes of the Mathews drama. The gradual de- 
veiopment, too, of mutual love out of indiffer- 
euceand dislikeon the part of the lovers, is 
ad mi delineated, and the situations are all 
with a fine eye for humor and effect. 
Altogether tne play is distinctly superior-to the 
usuaicontem ry comedy, and it will surprise 
no one who reads it if itshould yet secure for 
Mr. Young a leading, if not the leading, place in 
the ranks of American playwrights.

A SMALL BALL. 


It Caused the Death of A. J. Howell, a 
Member of the Board of Trade, Yes- 
terday—Me Preferred to Blow Out His 
Brains Rather than Longer Endure 
Life’s Misery. 

Mr. A. J, Howell, a well-known member of 
the Board of Trade, and a partner of Mr. M. II. 
Crapser in the grain and commission business, 
took his oon life about II o'clock yesterday 
morning, deliberately fring a bullet into. bis 
brain while in his room at No. 1836 Michigan av- 
enue, after writing farewell letters to bis friends 
and making other preparations for the end of 
his earthly career. He committed suicide be- 
cause a long iliness of a nervous character had 
pluuxed him into a state Of the deepest melan- 
chuly and despondency. He thougbt bis case 
was hopeless, and preferred enduig his life at 
once rather than wait for nature to perform 
that service for him and bea burden to himeeif 
in the luterim. 

ASIDE FROM HIS ILL-HEALTH, 

he bad about all a man needs to make life eu- 

joyable. He wes doing a prosperous business, 

had a large eircie of friends, aud was not an- 
noyed by any domestic trouble, never having 
married. His friends say, however, that f he 
had only been fortunate enough to get a wife— 
one who would have soothed and comforted 
him—be would never have given himself up to 
melancholy. Mr. Howell had been complaining 
four or five years of a kidney trouble, but it was 
never severe enough to iterfere seriously 
with the everyday eventsof hislife. A few 
weeks ago, however, after close attention to 
business, he became seriously prostrated and 
was greatly troubled with insomnia. Three 
weeks ago, by the advice of his phy- 
gsiclan, Dr. Brooks, de established bimselt 
at Dr. Diokerson's house, No. 1836 Michigan 
avenue, for the put — of — ye | thorough 
and systematic medical treatment. p to this 
time be pad boarded with Mr. Stuart Spalding, 
of No. 486 La Salle avenue, he and Mr. Spalding 
having been warm personal friends a great 
many years.

in Howell's room. Hurrying to the room, be 
found Howell lying at full leaugth on his back at 
the foot of the bed and directly in front of the 
dresser. Biood was gushing from the mouth 
and nose of the prostrate man. and from an 
ugly-looking wound in bis right temple. The 
revolver waa lying near his feet. He breathed 
his last justas Ashford entered the room, and 
without speaking to the attendaut.

His partner tele- 
graphed to Jackson Howell, the brother. who is 
a wealtby farmer of Albion, Mich., and the lat-

which are now at Jordan's. An inquest was held 
late in the afternoon, the jury finding that the 
case was one of suicide. 

A thorougt search of the dead man's effects at 


the house failed to reveal che $1,000 in cash 


drawn trom the bank Friday afternoon by Mr. 
Howell. What was done with the money is as 
yet a mystery. Mr. Crapser says it may be 
tound in what was Mr. Howell's private drawer 
of the office safe. About $10 in cash, a gold 
watch and chain, some business letters, and a 
few trinkets were lound on the body. 

A. J. Howell was 41 years old and a native of 
Michigan. He came to Chicago at the close of 
the War and began work for the Wheeler & Wii- 
son Sewing-Macbine Company. He advanced 
steadily until, in 1576, be became the General 
Western Manager of the company, a position 
which be held untila year ago last August. At 
that time, baving accumulated consiaerable 
capital, be formed a partnership with Mr. M. H. 
Crapser and engaged in the grainand commis- 
sion business, their office being at No. 126 Wash- 
ington street. The firm prospered and Mr. 
Howell was growing rich, when life became a 
burden to him and was given up. 


EGYPT. 


What Shall the British Do with It? 

Catrro, Feb. &—([Special to London Titmnes.}— 
“ The best and the woret of the present situa- 
tion is.“ said an old Egyptian today, that I 
breathe freely so long as Lord Dufferin is bere.” 
The sentiment expresses with sufficient accuracy 


the public feeling. Every move of his lordship 
is felt to have deen in the right direction; ai- 
ways provided that the relative positions of the 
Englieh and Egyptian Governments remain uw 
chaugod. Nor must it be supposed that his ar- 
rangements have only a temporary value. They 
are farseeing, iu that they coutain the germs of 
real future self-goverament. But these germs 
cannot yet take root; they require careful 
nurture, under strong and skillful direction. 
Any momentary change of reiationsbip between 
the two Governments would be fatal. 

Three courses were open to us: First, to con- 
tinue the old arrangement, witb all its defects: 
secondly, to abandon Egypt utteri¢—that is, to 
restore the despotic authority of the governin 
race: thirdly,to liberally foster her into self- 
government. Either the first or th second is 
easy; but the third is the most just, as well as 
the most difficuit. It requires the masterly 
grip and the delicate hand of a Dufferin. If 
not prepared to wive this skilled treatment for 
many years to come, it would have been better 
at once to have adopted either of the other 
courses, 

Difliculties continue and will continue. At 
one moment a Minister commits a folly which 
almost seems to require superhuman intelli- 
gence to devise; at another a radical defect in 
au important administration is discovered. 
W bat is to be done in such a case? Chunge an 
Official? Where will you finda substitute with 
even equal brains and honesty? You cannot 
evict a whole nation. 

Educate them? How long wilt it take? A few 
days ago we sent a few of the native gendarm- 
erie to Alexandria. In the native quarter the 
population thereupou me excited and 
threatened the Europeans. It was a matter of 
no general importance, because it was confined 
to the rabble, which exists in all seaport towns; 
but if such attempts are 80 received, how can 
we hope at once to leave Egypt to a system of 
uncontrolled self-rovernmeut? It is rumored 
that all such difficulties are ocvcasioned by ih- 
triaues; but such intrigues will always exist 
until a definit government is formed which will 
furnish loyal and available force, combined 
with substantial justice, Such a government 
bee never proceed from the Turk or Egyptian 

ay.

The Musical Features of the Last 
Week Briefly Reviewed. 


concerts Announced for the 
Week to Come. 


A Not Wholly Unfair Definition of 
Classical Music. 
—— —— — 
Notes, News, and Musical Gossip at Home 
and Abroad. 


The Last Week. 

The Nilsson concert was the most important 
musical event ot the week just past, as a similar 
affair was also the week before. There is always 
a feeling of insufficiency, of a lack of body and 
want of proportion, in concerts of this kind, 


whatever the rank of the artists participating 


and however satistactory their individual per- 
formances. Nothing makes a profound im- 
pression remaining with use bearer and carried 
forth as a lasting souvenir. The effect is simi- 
lar to a titillation of tha palate with some de- 
licious entremets—a meal of delicious tidbits— 
but nothing solid or substantial. No one real- 
izes this better thaa the artists themselves, and 
although their triumph is of course gratifyme 
to them and their efforts to win success earnest 
and conscientious, there is always the convic- 
tion that, after all, a very fine thread is offered 
where a rope would be more serviceable, and 
that whatever the impression produced it 
should have been made much more enduring and 
better deserved. So there always remains con- 
nected with the sentiment of pride in listening 
to a world-renowned artist a sense of dissatis- 
faction with the nature of the entertainment, 
and in proportion as the singer is great is this 
feeling intensified. There are ballad singers, 
and vocalists gifted with fiery execution, and 
singers with sweet, sympathetic voices, and 
others witbout a particle of the dramatic ele- 
ment ip their vocalization who are at home only 
in the parlor or on the concert piatform, and 
who cannot hope to please outside these limits. 
Understanding that, we are perforce contented 
with what they offer. But it is otherwise with 
an artist like Nilsson or Patti, whose rank seems 
somewhat, diminished when she appears upon 
the platform and sings either an aria from some 
grand opera, to the thin accompaniment of a 
piano, cr some simple melody, in the rendering 
of which those who are far inferior to 
her in vocal rank can successfully compete ana 
give equal pleasure. Notin any manner would 
we underestimate the singing of an artist like 
Nilsson because it is heard from the concert 
platform, but, pleasing and attractive though 
she bas proved to be, those who know what she 
is in ber proper sphere cannot but feel unsatis- 
fied after hearing her sing before a concert au- 
dience. Her entertainments have drawn three 
of the largest houses ever brought together 
here for similar entertainments, and the total 
receipts will probabiy exceed $15,000. Next year 
she will visit us again at the bead of an opera 
company, and then we sbail better appreciate 
ber real merits as an artist of the higher rank. 
Tue Chicago Church Choir company has filled 
a brief engagement at McVicker’s Theatre, 
which has been pecuniarily successful, and will 
t some money into the treasury of the organ- 
zation and encourage it to further efforts to 
launch out from the beaten track and to study 
something fresh and new. Musically it is an 
exceedingly strong company. its chorus work 
in the operettas given bas not been excelled by 
=~ troupe that we have bad. Patience,” 
* Pirates of Penzance,“ Bells of Corneville,” 
and Pinafore have been admirably sung both 
by principals and chofus. There been at 
times a lack of energy and of snap perhaps, but 
generally speaking the operettas have been very 
satisfactorily sung. Dramatically the company 
shows some improvement, but unless the studies 
to improve are more intelligentiy directed bad 
habits will simply be strengthened instead of 
eradicated, and time will not show progress, but 
rather the reverse. 
The Apollo Club concert on Friday night drew 
an overflowing house. Interest in the work of this 
our leading cboral organization appears to be 
on the increase, which is a bopeful sign for its 
future prosperity. With a single exception—in 
the “Oantique de Not“ chorus—it would be 
difficult to find much fault with the singing, 
urless we were inclined to be bypercritical. As 
Mr. Tomlins bad but thirty days in which to 
prepare for the concert the choral work proves 
the admirable state of drill in which the chorus 
are kept.

Their Committee Consoled by the Mayor 
~—Further Proceedings Postponed to 


Monday. 


There were no further warlike demonstrations 
manifested yesterday among the denizens of 
Nickersonville, which was probably due to the 


fact that a large detall of police from the Lar- 
rabee and Rawlins Street Stations was patrol- 
ing the district all day. Trains were run over 


the road, bui were not molested beyond the 


jeers and hooting of the inhabitants. A tele- 


phone was placed in the Southport avenue 
engine-house, which was connected with the 


police stations, so that instant communica tion 


could be had with headquarters in the event of 
another riot. This was done on account of the 


storekeepers having telephones refusing to al- 
low the omoers to use m. Duripg the mora- 
ing a deputation of property-owners on South- 
port avenue

and asked by what authority he sent the police 
to interfere with the taxpayers in protecting 
their property. The Mayor, perhaps recogniz- 
ing the fact that there are a large number of 
voters in that locality, endeavored to conciliate 
the irate citizens by saving they bad his sym- 
pathy in the matter and be would do all in bis 
power to aid them ina legal manner. He had 
once owned some valuable property that bad 
beon greatly damaged by the building of a rail- 
road through it. He wasn’t afraid of any 
railroad corporation, and as svon as he became 

convinced that the company had no legal right 
to construct its tracks on the avenue he would 

withdraw the police, but until he bad time to in- 
quire into the matter he would have to protect 
the company’s property. He advised them not 

tobe discouraged. but to kéeepa “stiff upper 

lip,” and the committee returned to its col- 
leagues to inform them what a good fellow Hiz- 
zoner really was. 

The Mayor, however, sent them to thd Law 
Department. City-Attorney Grinnell told them 
that, on the assumption that the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul was the successor of the Chicago & 
Evanston, the former's right to have a track in 
the street was absolute under the devision of 
Judge Drummond, The city had been perpetually 
enjoined from interfering with the company, 
and policemen were sent on the ground to pro- 
tect property. The delegation went away dis- 
satisfied, intimating that they had comman-law 
rights, which they would secure through the 
courts in the way of suits for damages. 

In the afternoon another ——— was held in 
Hayes’ Hall, and the committee made its report. 
Pbillip Walsh, William Ejisfeidt, and several 
others, including a Socialist named August Her- 
rick, made several vehement speeches, advising 
the men to stick together lixe wen and fight the 
corporation until it came te terms and made a 
satisfactory settlement for the damage done to 
their property. Mr. Eisfeldt stated that hun- 
dreds of property-owners on other streets had 
signified their desire to assist them; that if 
another outbreak was necessary to maintain 
their rights they could muster over 1,000 men, 
who would be glad to turn out day or night and 


— for them. The speeches were all applaud- 
ed, 


and the meeting adjourned until Monday 
alternoon. 


WEST-SIDE MAILS. 


A Complaint from the Business-Men of 
a District—The Superintendent of 
Carriers Expiains. 

Commencing last Monday there were impor- 


tant changes made regarding the delivery of 


mail in that section of the West Division bound- 


ed on the north by Kinzie street, south by Har- 
rison street, west by Halsted street, and on the 
east by the river. The ten carriers employed 
in that section ana attached tothe West Division 
Station were transferred to the central office. 
This change seems to bave created some d issat- 
is f aocton among the merchants and residents, as 
yesterday they senta petition signed by about 
seventy-five of the leading business firms who 
were directly interested in the matter to Post- 
master Palmer. 


A TRIBUNE reporter called on William D. 


Rawlins, Superintendent of Carriers, yesterday, 


and asked him whathe thoucht about the re- 


quest made by the petivoners. Mr. Rawlins 


made an elabororate statement of the exigen- 


cies of the service in the district referred to, 


and of the advantages to be derived from the re- 
cent change, all of which pertains to the tech- 
nigue of bis department, and concluded as fol- 


lows: 


“The fact is that under the new arrange- 
ment the great bulk of the mail for the 
territory in question is delivered one 
trip earlier than under the old plan. 
which is certainly a decided improvement 
in thé service. In making this change the in- 
terests of a majority of the people in the terri- 
tory referred to was kept iu view, and the 
change was not decided upon until after a care- 
ful consideration. It was the only meaus we 
could adopt to prevent serious delays in the 
delivery of mails. — when the mail- 
trains were late in arriving. When this change 
was being discussed the Superintendent of the 
West Division Postal Station, who has long heid 
that position, and should thereiore be well in- 
formed as to the wants of the people in that 
district as regards mail facilities, earnestly 
urged that it be made as soon as possible, as he 
was convinced that it would be a great benefit, 


especially to the business-men, who had fre- 
quently complained of serious delays in receipt 
of their maiis. Our aim is to deliver the mails 
as soon as possible after they reach bere, and 
this change enables us to attain that end.“

He Does Not Want to Be Mayor. 
Witbin afew days a number of leading and 


influential business-men of both political parties 
have waited upon Mr. J. N. Doane and urged 
bim to allow the use of hi#’name as a candidate 
for Mayor this spring.

his consent. The Democrats have held that his 
strength lay in the fact that the use of his name 
for candidate for Congress in the First District 
last fall showed his popularity. He was nom- 
inated while he was away from the city, and 


within two days after his return he declined 


the nomination. They urged him to run, not- 
withstanding his declination, and, finally, upon 


the eve of eiection be allowed his name te be 


printed on the tickets, but with the understand- 


ing that he would resign in case that he should 


be elected. They argued further that he had 
Allowed the use of bis name after a number of 
leading Democrats of the South Side had de- 
clined the nomination, and that his strength was 
not fully developed, beca the people of the

Bast-bound freight shipments keep up won- 

derfully well. In spite of the inclement weather 

at the beginning of the week and the difficulties 
the roads had to contend against, and the 
troubles occasioned by the floods iu the East, 
the east-bound shipments from this city for the 
last week. were only about 5,000 tons less than 
the beavy shipments of the week before, when 
the shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
amounted to 57,612 tons. The railroads them- 
selves are surprised at the heavy business they 
are doing at present. and they now have bopes 
that business will continue quite active until the 
opening of navigation. Owing to the fact that 
all the roads were kept busy during 
the last week, and got more business 
than they could handle, nothing further 


was beard about cutting rates. It is the general 
opinion that no new contracts are now being 
made at less than tariff rates, although it is quite 
probable that some of the business that went 
forward, especially flour ana grain, has previ- 
ously been secured at cut rates. The meeting 
of the Joint Executive Committee held ia New 
York last week for the purpose of taking action 
by which the rate-cutting going on heretofore 
can be stopped adoptedan ironciad agrecment 
by which the various roads in the Joint Execu- 
tive Committee, as well as the Eastern trunk 
lines, pledge themselves to maintain tariff rates, 
and that any of the rvads cutting rates hereafter

It also provides 
that any Genera! Freight Aveut or other official 
who is found guilty of cutting rates shall be 
discharged at once. This action will, of course, 
prevent subordinates from cutting rates with-

But the re is great danger that 
the Genera! Managers of the roads will not be 
60 particular about the rates if business should 
get dull, and they are likely in such case to give 
orders to their Freight Agents to secure busi- 
ness at the best rates thai can be obtained.

Rules for the Passage of Men in Charge 
of Live Stock.

CIVIL SERVICE. 


Views of the Indiana Commissioner in 
Relation to the Bill and Its Objects. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 24.—(Special.]— 

Judge L. D. Thoman, who has been nominated 

as the Democratic member of the Civil-Service 

Commission, was in the city today on his way to 

Logansport, where his mother, sister, and two 

brothers reside, it being his intention to spend 

Sunday with them. He lived formerly in Co- 

lumbia City, Whitley County, Ind., where he was 

admitted to the bar. His mother has resided at 

Logansport for the past two years. In the course 

of an interview on the Civil-Service bill Judge 


Thoman said: 

„J am surprised to learn of the sentiment 
among Indiana Democrats against the bill. I 
attribute this sentiment, however, to what I 
take to be a fact, that they are not familiar with 
its provisions. If the bill has one feature to 
commend it, it is its consonance with Demo- 
crrtic principles, reiterated in many of the party 
platforms. The Jeffersonian idea of qualifica- 
tions for office is strictly followed. I am sure 
that if every Democrat in ludiaua would read 
the bili not I per cent of them would be found 
opposed to it, for it opens the office to all young 
men who can prove themselves fit for posi- 
tions. and does not sbut the doors upon 
the m. as some strangely suppose. The bill says 
such examinations shall ve practical in their 
character, and, so far as may be, shall relate to 
those matters which will fairly test the relative 
capacity and ut uess of the persons examined to 
discharge the duties of the service into which 
they seck to be appointed. Now, under that pro- 
vision, if an applicant wants a position inthe 
Patent Office, be will be examined, j take it, di- 
rectly witu reference to his qualifications there- 
for. And thus with the other de- 
partments of the civil service. Another 
thing, the Democrats of Indiana complained 
after the campaign of 1880 that they had lost the 
State owing to the expenditure of monty-by 
Republicans who bad obtained it by asse 
the department clerks. Under the Pendleton 
bill it will be wholly impossibie to derive cam- 
paign funds in this way. For this reason I 
should think Indiana Democrats ought to favor 
the bill. I suppose the recent expressions of 
hostility to the measure were due to the fact of 
the Democratic victories last fall and the as- 
sured feeling of another triumph in 18, and also 
the fear that the party would be deprived of 
some of the offices in the event of a National 
party triumph two years bence. But it should 
be borne in mind, first, that party successes are 
not assured; and, second, that Democratic 
party, from Jefferson's time, bas been urg 4 
reform of the civilservice. Yes, sir; the bill is 
thoroughly Democratic, and it will not tend to 
create an aristocracy of officeseekers.”’ 


MASKED BURGLARS. 


They Descend on a Michigan Farmer, 
Give Him Some Scriptural Teaching, 
and Clean Out the House. 
Detroit, Mich., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Ne 

reached here today of a $2,400 robbery near the 
Viliage of Fenton, in Livingston County. Last 
night about 7:30 o'clock, while Mr. Post Brown, 
a farmer living one mile from Parshallville and 
ten miles from Fenton, was quietly seated read- 
ing a paper the door was forced open with a 
heavy piece of timber and tour masked men 
rushed in, quickly overpowered Mr. Brown and 
securely bound bim, Mrs. Brown at that mo- 
ment entered the room from the cellar- 
way. and was served in the same manner. The 
burglars informed the aged couple that no barm 
was meant to them if they only remaſed quiet. 
Leaving a guard over the family, one burglar 
entered the bedroom, and immediately reached 
for & basket piaced on a high shelf, emptied it, 
and kept the contents, consisting of $1,800 in 
bills. Then, lifting up a portion of the bending 
ou the bed, a small box was wrenched from the 
inside of the bed,and its contents, consist- 
ing of $600 in gold, were appropriated. 
The gold was mostly in 8 Fold 
pieces. Mr. Brown remarking that it was pretty 
tough after working hard for a lifetime to finai- 
ly part with bis money in that manner, one of 
the burglars repliea: Do not lay up treasures 
on earth, where thieves break in and steal, but 
in Heaven.“ They next found two gold watches 
belonging to the couple. Mrs. Brown begred 
for her watch, as it.was a keepsake. One bur- 
giar complimented her and returned ber watch, 
and also the watch belonging to ber husband. 
Some other pieces of jewelry they also returned. 
A note for $600 they did not ay Taking 
a new linen sbeet, the burgiars cut it into strips, 
and with them bound the oid couple in their bed. 
after undressing Mr. Brown. Before taking 
their departure the thieves warned the couple 
to remain guietiy for two hours. After releas- 
ing himself Mr. Brown ran and notified his 
neighbors of his loss. The thieves were masked 
with linen towels. The mask of one of the 
burgiars became loosened, and disclosed a 
blonde face. The faces of none of the remain- 
der were seen. There is no clew to the thieves 
yet. Mr. and Mrs. Brown were quite alone in 
the house, and the depredators seemed to know 
all about the premises. When the old gentile- 
man went out after their departure he found 
his team partly harnessed, but not removed. 


NEGRO KU-KLUX, 


North Carolina Negroes Assault an Old 
Lady of Color in the Dead of a Dark 
Night. 

MILTON, N. C., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—A case of 
Ku- Kluxing occurred in this county last night 
in which fifteen masked men were the actors. 
These, long after midnight, visited the house of 
Emma Dodd, a colored woman,in the soutb- 
eastern part of the county, and brutally as- 
saulted ber and her 18-year-old daughter. The 
men demanded that the woman should open the 
door of the house and admit them. This bemg 
refused, they forced an eutrauce and assaulted 
fhe old woman with an ax. The girl 
was dragged from the house to the 
woods, where she was flogged unmercifully 
with hickory withes. The leader of the inhu- 
man night marauders has been identified and 
arrested. His name is Bill Buck, a notorious 
pegro. Buck bas made a clean breast of the 
work, in which be gave the names of ali his con- 
federates. These are all megroes. several of 
whom bear bad reputations. Buck confesses 
that the attack upon the Dodd woman was 
caused by envy. Several of those in the mob 
had paid the daughter attention, and had been 
dismissed. These put out ugly reports about 
the ccuple, and succeeded in getting up the at- 
tack last night. The county in which the affair 
occurred was the scene of the alleged Ku-Kiux- 
ing in 1879, when hundreds of the best white 

eople were arrested, charged with being mem- 

ers of the mystic order, and terror reigned in 
this whole section.

)} Continuation of the Argument in 


the Bucket-Shop Cases. 


Cross and His Wife Still in Jail—His 
Story of the Trouble. 


The Bucket-Shop Cases Still on Hear- 
ing. 


The arguments fh the bucket-sbop cases were 


on hearing all day yesterday before Judge 
Blodgett. Judge Trumbull opened on behalf of 
the complatnants, the bucket-sbop proprietors, 
claiming that the bills made out a good case, 
that entitled the parties to the relief they asked. 
The bills and the affidavits filed in support of 
them showed the complainants were engaged in 
a legitimate business; that they were not gam- 
biing, but received and delivered the property 
dealt in at the maturity of the vontracts. Evea 
thuugh the defendants’ affidavits denied such 
facts, a court on a preliminary motion could not 
decide on the merits of the cases, but if a good 
prima facie case was made, would permit 
the injunction to stand until final bearing. 
The public were deeply interested in knowing 
the prices of the commodities dealt in on the 
Board of Trade, and they had a right to be in- 
formed in reese tothem. They hada right to 
say the board ought to allow the telegraph com- 
panies on its floor, in order to gather the neces- 
sary information and turnish the public the 
market quotations. The board was a public 
corporation with valuable privileges, and could 
not create a monopoly by keeping the public 
ignorant of the market prices of grain and pro- 
visions. The board was not at liberty to raise 
the question as to tne character of the com- 
plaipaots, or the business in which they were 
engaged, or the purposes for which the infor- 
mation they asked was wanted. The telegraph 
companies were bound to furnish such infor- 
mation to all parties alike, and could. not make 
preferences. 

Judge Lawrenve followed on behalf of the 
Board of Trade, contending that the complain- 
ants were asking the telegraph companies to do 
what was notin the line of their regular busi- 
ness, but was entirely outside of it. It was not 
the transmission of messages that was asked, 
but the purveying of intelligence or informa- 
tion to be sent by the telegraph com panies to 
the subscribers to tickers. That was a service 
the companies were under no obligation to per- 
form against theirown pleasure. Second, the 
Board of Trade was a strictly private corpora- 
tion, doing no business of its own, but was 
simply an association of merchants and otber 
persons engaged in business in a hall reated for 
the convenience of the members. Information 
was received. there almost hourly during the day, 
at the expense of board, of the 
principal markets ot the world. The board hav- 
ing procu such facilities for the use of its 
members in the prosecution of their business, 
bad a perfect rigbt to confine them to the use of 
the members and exclude all pemons not mem- 
bers from the floor. It would be the bight of 
injustice and practically the ruin of the board 
if the rule was to be laid down that tke tele- 
graph companies or any Other corporation or 

reon should be pe: mitted to at their own 

iscretion on the floor of the there 
obtain the intelligence which the board, at so 
much expense, had procured for the sole use of 
its members. The public had no more right to 
enter on the floor of board against 
the will of the board than te enter a 
private house against the will of the 
master. The board, unlike railway companies, 
was engaged in no business which imposed on it 
duties of any sort tothe public. It was a mere 
private association, with the same right to ex- 
clude the public from its piace of business that 
any manufacturing establishment would have. 
The object of the bills was tu compel the Board 
of Trade to receive on its floor various telegraph 
companies with their instruments, agents, and 
operators, and allow them to send to the outside 
world all the information which they might 
gather on the floor of the board. That was 
something a court pf equity would never do. 
Third, the auewers set up the fact, and the evi- 
dence clearly showed it, that the complainants 
in the present cases were keepers of bucket- 
shops, where no grain was in fact bought 
or sold with the expectation of 
delivery, but where differences only 
were dealt iu. Such business was ferbidden by 
statute, and their operation bad been repeated- 
ly held by the Supreme Court to be merely gam- 
biting. A court of equity would never exert its 
power for any person who did not come into 
court witb clean bands and fora perfectly mor- 
al and legal purpose, and hence the court would 
dispose of the present cases by saying that the 
complainants were seeking relief in order to en- 
able them to maintain and continue a kind of 
business immoralin its nature and legal un- 
der the laws ot Illinois. The complainants could 
not show themselves innocent, and bence they 
were entitied to no relief. 

The arguments will be resumed tomorrow 
morning. when Mr. Swett and Judge Beckwith 
will speak. 


Cross Still Pines in a Dungeon. 

Another step was taken yesterday morning in 
the case of J. R. Crosa, who was charged with 
conspiracy to indict F. J. Kennett in Judge 
Prendergast’s court last Thursday. Friday 
evening Mr. Collier, who represents the prose- 
cution, beard that an attempt would be made 
yesterday morning to secure the reiease of 
Cross on reduced bail, and he immediately sent 
word to Judge Williamson at Palatine asking 
bim to bold court yesterday, as there was im- 
portant business to be transacted. The Judge 
obeyed the message, and on his arrival in court 
Mr. Collier and Assistant State’s-Attorney 
Thomson asked that J. K. Cross be imprisoned 
for contempt, at the same time submitting an 
affidavit signed by Mrs. Nettie Baker. The 
affiant is the granddauchter of Mrs. Vannor- 


num, who was indicted some two months ago 
with Dr. Kellogg for abortion. The alleged 
abortionists are now out on bail awaiting trial. 

Mrs. Baker's affidavit set forth that Feb. 2 
Cross told ber that be knew her grandmother 
was under indictment, and would meet affiant 
next day at the office of J. Blackburn Jones, the 
attorney for Mrs. Vannornum. She states that 
she went to the office the next day and saw 
Cross there. While Cross was in an outer office 
Mr. Jones told her to have ~ a to do with 
Cross, as he could not be trusted. bile on ber 
way home Cross told her that Jones was a 
scoundrel, and she must not trust bim. Cross 
further said that he could get her grandmother 
out on bail if Jones couldn't. He 
koew a man, de said, on Congress 
street who would go on her bond 
for $10, and he himself could get on the jury at 
any time. He also said that he would get on the 
jury impaneled for that trial, and if she would 
pay him some money and give bim some to pay 
other jurors, he (Cross) could get the jurv to do 
anything be wanted, and ber grandmother 
would be discharged. 

After the reading of the affidavit a capias was 
issued for Cross, who was then in jail, where he 
bad beeu committed for conspiracy to inaict by 
Judge Prendergast. 

The counsel tor the prosecution then went to 
the County Court on the South Side, where Mr. 
Van Buren, representing Cross, had al- 
ready filed a motion to quash the 
complaint against bis client. The motion 
was overruled by Judge Prendergast. Then Mr. 
Van Buren asked to have the ball of Mr. and 
Mrs. Cross reduced. The Judge consented to re- 
duce Mrs. Cross’ bail from $1,200 to $1,100, but 
the husband’s bail he refused to reduce from 
the sum 1 fixed—$2,000. Mr. Van Buren 
then said he would withdraw as counsel for Mr. 
and Mrs. Cross. 

Again tne attorneys appeared before Jud 
Williamson, including Mr. Van Buren, who still 
any tome acted asthe attorney for Mr. and 

rs. Cross. The Judge fixed Cross’ bail at $2,000, 
the charge being for contempt of court, and 
bad the case laid over until Monday. 

“I AM INNOCENT OF THE CHARGE,” 
said Cross toa TRIBUNE reporter who saw him 
in his ceil last evening. “Two rich men are 
fighting each other, and,asI was found with 
Jack Sturges’ friends, it looked as if I had done 
something wrong—as if I had gone into a scheme 
with the intention of having Kennett in- 
dicted. But I can truly say, when 
the affidavits were made out, was 
promised that they would never be used in 
court—that my wife and I would never be taken 
into court. But here we are in jail. “I haven't a 
nickel to pay a lawyer, and my furniture is 
mortgaged for $40, which I used to pay my debts.

Father St. Cyr 
was sent, and soon after bis arrival built and 
consecrated the little church above mentioned. 
He was removed from the station a few years 
later. and in 1838 Father De St. Palais came, and 
the church was moved to the location it occu- 
ied up to the time of the fire, at the corner of 
Pichigan avenue and Madison street, now occu- 
jed by St. Mary's Block, owned by the parish. 
ather De St. Palais found this building insuffi- 
cient to accommodate the worshipers and conor 
menced the new church. He was cailed away, 
the church being still incomplete, in 1444, when 
Chicago was made a diocese, the Rev. William 
Quarter being consecrated its Bishop. This en- 
ergetic prelate secured payment of the 
church's dept and complé&ted the structure.

A Criticism of Mr. Beecher’s Lecture on 
Evolution. 

OMANRA, Neb., Feb. 18.—[Editor of The Trib- 
und. —it is impossible to follow Mr. Beecher 
word for word in his recent lecture da Evolu- 
tion without taking up too much time and space, 
but two or three points demand attention. They 
smack of infidelity as much as Ingersoll's asser- 
tion that: If you will read the Jew Bible care- 
fully you will see that there was not a line, not 
a word, prophesying the coming of Christ.” 

Mr. Beecher says: There was no inspiration 
of this prophet or that prophet, or of this singer 
or of that singer, so that he sbould not make 
any mistakes.“ 

Then he ridicules the idea of verbal inspira- 
tion, and says further: “Ali the Old Testament 
is silent on the subject of futurity. You would 
not know from it, from beginning to end, that 
there was any immortality. The earlier develi- 
oped men did not know it, and the record of God 
is silent on that subject, because it is a history 
of how men were unfolding step by step. The 
New Testament says itself that Christ brought 
lite and immortality tolight. You may find po- 
etic glimpses and longings here and there in the 
Old Testament, but there is not one dogmatic 
declaration. Tnere is not one full statement 
from Genesis to Malachi of the existence of 
man after death. That is a fact that men should 
seriously ponder who are talking about men not 
believing in a future state and in a future punisb- 
ment. The church, under the divine direction, 
lived for more than 4,000 years without baving it 
revegied to them—not a particie. We do not 
know auything about it, good or bad.“

A pecul- 
larity of the creed, Which is not generaily 
noticed, is that it does not distinctly set forth 
tha purpose for which Jesus Christ came to 
earth. It teaches inferentially that He is the 
Savior of the world, but does not say it in 80 
many words. 

The Boston correspondent of the Springfield

paper is to be started before long. This bas be- 
fore been said, and so positively that it is not so 
readily accepted now.

The Rev. Charles H. Fowler has sent to the 

Christian Advocate of New York the follow- 


as to his alleged steck-jobbing operations: 

“New Yor, Feb. 19.—The Hev. J. M. Buckicy, 
D. D. — Drank Broruer: lu reply to your proties 
ol space for any statement 1 may wish to make 
to my friends among the readers of the Christian 
Advocate, and to the public, I submit the inclos 
as a plain account ot the matter. 

I. 1 mendoped editorially in the Christian 
Advocate the Isabella Mine upon the recom- 
mendation of Prof. Caldwell. Professor of Min- 
erdlogy in the East Tennessee Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, and of the Kev. Dr. J. F. Spence, in- 
dorsed by Bishop Simpson and Dr. Newman by 
the purchase of stock. The editorial was pub- 
lished with the fullest confidence in the enter- 
prise, and for the purpose of aide a cbllege in 
the South, and with the feelmp that it was 
proper on such authority fora church paper to 
aid a church college. need hardly add that 
bad I thought there was any element of uncer- 
tainty in the matter it never would have made 
its appearance ia the Advocate. 

“2 At the time | published the editorial I did 
not have any personal financial interest in the 
mine. Later, | demonstrated my confidence by 
investing my money in the stock. 

„ “3 I never offered any of this stock (either 
Isa bella or Globe City stock) to anybody till, a 
few months ago, when I sold all I had, or ever 
had, to Dr. De Puy, then President of the Globe 
City Company (but who never bad any official 
connection with the Isabeila Company), who 
bad visited the Alice Mine, and upon whose 
judgment and statements I relied largely for the 
probabie value of the new stock. sold bim the 
stock at his own price and on bisown terms. 1 
never even offered it to any other person. Dr. 
Newman's alleged statement that my stock has 
never ceased to be On the market is reckless. 1 
am certain that Dr. De Puy never solid or offered 
his stock to any one. 

“4 When the promised dividends did not 
come, | united with Drs. De Puy and Newman 
in sending Mr. Sisson—a man „nose honor and 
integrity I bad tested for years—to Arizona to 
examine the property. After much work and 
examination it was determined to buy*the*Alice 
Mine, and thus secure for the Isabella stock- 
boiders a mine of value. l united with some of 
the Directors and purchased the Alice Mine. A 
new company Globe City) was organized, and 
100,000 shares of stochotven to the holders of the 
Isabella stock. We Dut in our money freely for 
the protection of the Isabella stockholders, who 
might have been led into the enterprise by 
the Advocate’s statement of the case. Dr. New- 
man, who was in the enterprise before I 
ever heard of it, has to bear whatever 1espunsi- 
bility attaches to his name. It deserves, also, to 
be said that we secured a property that bas not 
yet been exploded, and that even Dr. Newman 
believes to be a vaivable piece of property, 
and expects to receive 75 per ceut on his pre- 
ferred stock and 2% per cent on his common.’ 
(See New York Herald, Feb. 7.) This shows why, 
in this long process of experiment and hope, the 
enterprise was not denounced in the Advocate.

MEMBERS. 

A reporter for Tux Tripcung.stated the sub- 
stance of the foregoing to General-Secretary 
Hemingway atthe K. M. C. A. rooms yesterday 
afternoon. In response that gentleman said: 

© The arrangement was made on the part of 
our Entertainment and Lecture Committee to 
give members of the association admission tick- 
ets to the members’ course of entertainments 
and lectures without extra charge. We found 
that a large number ofthe members ot the as- 
sociation preferred to pay something for re- 
served seats, in order to secure sittings in ad- 
vance. After due consideranon the committee 
decided to charge 10 cents each for reserved 
seats. The arrangement. has met with very 
general approbation on the part of the mem- 
bers of the association. Our annual dues are 
$5, admitting to all of the advautages of the as- 
sociation, including the classes of instruction, 
the gymnasium, and bath-rooms for male mem- 
bers.

The lo-cent 
obarge is made because we are firmly convinced 
that it better accommodates the wishes and con- 
venience of the members. Of course, there

The Question of Renta. 

Rents now comprise the uppermost question 
in the minds of tenants, and wil! anti! “ moving- 
day is past and all are settled again for an- 
other year. The prospect now is thdt there will 
not be a very great deal of trouble between the 
parties interested in this matter. although the 
favorit business and residenve centres will un- 
doubtedly experience an advance in prices. As 
far as can be learned from renting agents, about 
the ame figures will prevail as last year in all 
localities where competition is not too strong. 
But on streets such as South Water, where 
doubling and trebling up is induiged in, and 
where every man is laboring for superiority 
over his neighbor regardiess of ex pense, nothing 
short of a decided rise in rents cap be expected. 
There is no general sentiment among either 
Jandiords or agents in favor of higber prices; 
and wherever an advance occurs it is pretty cer- 
tain to be the result of a struggie among would- 
be tenants for occupation of the premises. Dur-

It was feared that 
there would be another season of snow ob- 
struction to travel and traffic in the West, giv- 
ing increased expenses and lessened receipts to 
many lines of railroad, and this led to the 
throwing of several lots of stocks that 
would otherwise have deen held tor 
a rise in prices. Another quoted 
reason for the decline was the “ unfavorabie” 
bank statement, showing a further decrease of 

2,465,825 in the reserve, which is understood to 
be due to the drain of currency to the West, and 
especially to Chicago. There is, however, a 
similar drain, though of smaller volume, from 
the farther East, $260,000 in gold having been 
received from Europe.

The leading produce markets were very irreg- 
ular in tone on Saturday and much less active. 
There was really not much business deing, and 
that done was chiefly local. The news that the 
severest storm of the season was raging at Red 
Wing. Minn., and that it was storming at Gales- 
burg and St. Louis, made the grain-shorts nerv- 
ous, and they bought rather freely for a while, 
but dia not keep it up long. The trading in pro- 
visions was quiet throughout, and the later feel- 
ing was quite weak all round. 

Provisions were generally dull, and easier. 
Pork advanced 7c early, but fell back 17%c, 
and closed lic below the latest prices of Friday, 
at $15.50 bid tor May. Lard sold up 50, but 
closed 5c lower than on Friday, at $11.72% bid 
for May. Meats were relatively firm but slow 
on futures, while reported to be in good shipping 
demand with some inquiry for export. The 
local hog market was tame, with a good many 
animals ieft over, and the weather was not fa- 
vorable.for handling; but Liverpool reported 
an advance of 3d in lard and 6d in meats, and it 
was understood that our shipments had been 
very large during last week, effecting a ma- 
terial reduction of stocks, which will 
show at the end of the month. There 
was a fair demand early, but 
it vanished when the crowd adjourned for the 
morning call. After that there was little done. 
and the market slowly lugged. The packing of 
this city since the close of October is estimated 

at 2,431,000 hogs, against 2,330,000 to same date 
last year, and 2,700,000 for the same time two 
years ago. 

Flour was in moderate demand, but mostly for 
small lots, and there was no material change in 
prices. The aggregate trading was light, and 
Brun and 
other coarse milistuffs were firm. 

Wheat was quiet and tame. The market ad- 
vanced A 1 early, then fell back, and closed 
at Me below the latest prices of Friday, at $1.08 
bid for March and $1.l4 asked for May. Liver- 
pool and London were reported qujet and steady, 
and there was a prospect of increased receipts 
hére, but the reports of more storms in the West 
made the shorts nervous, and they filled rather 
freely at the outset, but were soon through.

The shipping demand was only tame at the best, 
but the offerings were all taken. lu futures the 
trading seemed to depend more largely than 
usual on the put and call transactions of the 
previous afternoon.

Seeds were quiet, prime timothy selling at $1.70, 
prime to choice clover-seed at $7.60@7.9 and 
flaxseed at SI. 20 1.20% on track. Hay was fairly 
active and steady. Dressed hogs were firm at 
$7.95 for heavy. 

Hogs were steady at 86.07.00 for light, at

heavy. Cattle were about steady, with sales on 
a basis of $4.75@6.40 for shipping steers, and at 
$3.50@4.75 for butchers’ stock. The receipts for 
the week were 33,500 cattle, 107,000 hogs, and 21,- 
600 sheep, against @),915 cattle, 69,791 hogs, and 
13,005 sheep for the corresponding week last 


rear. 

It is suggested that a special committee be ap- 
pointed to look after the monkeying business on 
‘Change, and tap following parties have been 
named as most fit and proper for the service:

NEGRO HYMNS. 


The African’s Love of Melody. 

The salient feature of negro life on the South- 
ern plautations which first strikes the visitor is 
the music. The negro sings at his work and in 
his play, when be is happy and when he is mis- 
erable. The African is indeed the most musical 
in an elementary, rudimental way of all the 
races of men. Whether this musical talent is 
one that will bear culture and survive the tests 
of scientific development remains to be proven. 
The great lyrical gift of the negro at present is 
manifested in the religious direction, in the de- 
partment of hymnology. Much has been writ- 
ten on this subject, and it would seem that there 
is little new to be discovered. A writer in the 
Valley of the Lower Mississippi contributes 
some items which may find a piace in the gen- 
eral history of the subject yet to be compiled. 
He traces most of the negro hymns to theirorig- 
inal in the tune-books of the Baptist and 
Methodist Churches, but he is inclined to at- 
tribute a considerable portion of them to the 
neg roes themselves. He says in his interesting 

cle contributed to the Evening Post: How 
these tuues have reached their present form is a 
mystery. 

Very Tew of these hymns ever deal with any- 
thing but imagery and Scriptura! pictu But 
now and then is found one with a moral tone, like 
the following, aimed at the religious backslider: 

Some join de chureb to put on pretents, 

Unt e day of grace is spent; 

Runday yA its Christian 5 grace, 

Monday come dey lose der faith. 

De debbil gets dem, they roll up de sleeve, 
Der religion comes on’t ‘gin to leave, 

Ole man Adam has nebber been out, 

When guilt condemns dem dey git up and out. 

Still another class of bhymus biends the secular 
and religious sentiment. A trifling and utterly 
nonsensical set of lines is closed with some ro- 
ligious exclamation which appears to be the 
only sanction for the use of the queer mediey in 
worship: 

Big ole black man hidin’ hind de log. 

Finger on de trigger, eye upon de hog. 

Shiloh! Shiloh! 
A better illustration is tne following: 

Good by. eberybody; 
1 don’t care what yer call me. 
Yer may call me long tongue liar, 
But Is gowg to Zion. Halleloo! 

The proclivity of the negro for railroad meta- 
phor, which I have heretofore spoken of in one | 
of these letters, is disclosed also in their bymas: 

There is a road which Christ hab made, 
W ith heavenly tresties the rails is laid; 
l’'m goin’ on dat line. Halleioo! 

Some of these hymns are spun out to enor- 
mous length, particularly those set to a popular 
melody. I have often beard a single hymna sung 
rapidiy without repetition of a stanza for hatt 
an hour. One composition bas a stanza for 
each letter of the aifabet: 

B for Babylon, dat wicked piace, 
She was ‘stroyed in forty days. 

And so on through all the letters of the alfa- 
bet. Of course John the Baptist is a prominent 
subject here in bymnology; and one religious |
